The. universal sorrow caused by the great calamity at 
San Francisco is for the moment relieved by an exhibition 
of unconscious humor which cannot but add to the gayety 
of nations. It all,came about in this way: As soon as 
ihe American people recovered from the paralysis of hor- 
ror which the news of the disaster cast upon them they 
began to contribute toward the relief of the stricken city 
on a scale so lavish in its generosity that it was immedi- 
ately evident that no aid from foreign sources would be 
required. Nevertheless, subscriptions were voluntarily 
opened in various foreign countries, and funds began to 
pour in at a rate which indicated a world-wide sympathy 
and good will for the victims of the disaster and for 
the American people in general, The promptness and voi- 
ume of these Old World offerings have deeply touched the 
\merican heart, and the spirit which animated them will 
he remembered with lasting gratitude. It was so clear, 
liowever, that the American people were both able and 
eager to provide for all the needs of their brethren in dis- 
tress that the President, in tactful terms, made it known 
ihat they could not consistently and with propriety accept 
assistance from abroad. Our position as a people was one 
of considerable delicacy. In many communities large 
funds were being raised for the relief of the victims of 
the terrible eruptions of Mount Vesuvius, and it was and 
still is desirable that those offerings shall be commen- 
surate with our resources and worthy of our reputation as 
giver to those in distress. It will be seen, therefore. 
that if, while contributing liberally toward the relief of 
the victims of Mount Vesuvius, we had asked or even 
consented to accept European contribution for the victims 
of the greater calamity at San Francisco, we should have 
placed ourselves in an awkward and inconsistent if not 
an undignified attitude before the world. Happily, the 
explanation given by President Roosevelt was quite gen- 
erally understood in Europe, and the national feeling 
which prompted it is almost everywhere respected. In 
3erlin, however, it is viewed with a degree of reserve 
bordering on suspicion. The Tageblatt, one of the lead- 
ing journals of Germany, regards the President’s action 
is indicating a desire to extend the Monroe Doctrine to 
matters of ethics. The Hamburger Nachrichten is equally 
lispleased, and remarks that the acceptance of Cerman 
assistance would have helped to promote good relations 
between Germany and the United States, while the re- 
fusal of it can have no such effect. The German com- 
aint, briefly stated, is that the United States declines to 
nter into politico-ethical relations with Europe! This, 
ve believe, is the first time that the manifest ability and 
xpressed desire of a nation to care for the helpless and 
distressed among its own people have ever been regarded 
by another nation as offensive to the ethics of interna- 
‘ional intercourse. x 
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When the proviso which has been inserted in the Army 
Appropriation bill, to the effect that Army officers may 
transfer or assign their pay accounts under regulations 
'9 be prescribed by the Secretary of War, was under 
discussion before the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, it was the subject of an interesting statement by 
aymaster General Dodge of the Army. He pointed out 
that officers are already transferring their pay accounts, 
hut the evil of the present arrangement, he added, is that 
such a transfer is not binding and, according to the 
decisions of the Comptroller of the Treasury, may be re- 
oked by the officer, who can then make a new transfer 
at his pleasure. “Those decisions,” General Dodge went 
on to explain, ‘hold that a pay account is not com- 
mercial paper, that it is simply a receipt. A case came 
up last summer. An officer had been tried by court- 
iartial and sentenced to the penitentiary at Fort Leaven- 
vorth, and he had assigned previously all his pay ac- 
‘ounts to his sister. It was not an assignment, but 
le had made an arrangement with his sister sometime 
previously by which she was to pay his debts and give 
lim a new lease of life, and he was to transfer his ac- 
counts as they came due to his sister, and sbe was to al- 





low him a certain sum of money per month. The ar- 
rangement had the approval of the Secretary of War. 
This officer got into further trouble and was tried and 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for three years. At 
the time of his dismissal from the Service he had a couple 
of months’ pay due, and he at once asked to have that 
pay paid to him, ignoring the arrangement with his own 
sister. JI did not like to do it. I thought that he ought 
to stand by his bargain, and after considerable correspon- 
dence I referred the case to the Comptroller, and in 
that communication I asked him specifically whether it 
would make any difference, in his opinion, if the certifi- 
cate of transfer recited that the transfer was made for 
value received. In his reply he stated that the original 
transfer was revocable at the will of the assignee, and 
that it would not make any difference how the transfer 
was worded, whether for value received or anything 
else. An officer who transfers his pay account for value 
received and then revokes the transfer, leaving his credi- 
tors in the lurch, should not be allowed to remain in the 
Service.” 

Major E. B. Babbitt, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., in a com- 
munication to the Military Secretary, Philippines Di- 
vision, says: “I have the honor to invite your attention 
to the condition of the reserve ammunition in the hands 
of troops in this division. In a large number of cases, at 
least, company and troop commanders, as well as battery 
commanders, expend in annual target practice the newest 
ammunition they have on hand, holding in reserve that 
which is presumably least good, with the result that in 
time of hostility, instead of being provided with the best 
ammunition obtainable, the troops find in their hands the 
oldest and least satisfactory, so much so indeed, that in 
many cases they are compelled to call upon the depots 
for a new supply. Company and other commanders, in 
the keenness of target competition, and in their desire to 
obtain good results, lose sight of the fact that the ulti- 
mate object of their existence as troops is to meet an 
enemy with the best material, as well as personnel, Con- 
gress, in its annual appropriation, allows for a slow ac- 
cumulation of a reserve, which reserve must necessarily, 
therefore, extend over a considerable number of years, in 
some cases as many as twenty-five. In order, therefore, 
to maintain the largest reserve consistent with the appro- 
priations of Congress, it is essential that the oldest ma- 
terial be first used. These remarks apply to ordnance 
material in general, but have the greatest bearing in the 
ease of ammunition, excellence of which is essential to 
the efficiency of the soldier. To rectify, as far as possi- 
ble, the above conditions, it is recommended that in fu- 
ture, either the inspectors in making their annual inspec- 
tion of posts, examine the returns of each organization 
to ascertain what ammunition has been used and what re- 
mains on hand, or else (and perhaps better) that the 
company commanders in submitting their returns of tar- 
get practice for each year, shall certify that they have 
used the oldest ammunition on hand.” 
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Major Robert I. Bullard, 28th U.S. Inf., in an article 
entitled “Small Maneuvers,” which appears in the Jour- 
nal of the Infantry Assogiation, contends that one of the 
serious lessons of the maneuvers at Manassas is that we 
should avoid the cost and folly of attempting the greater 
things of war before we have learned the lesser ones. In 
those maneuvers, he declares, we all but skipped the exer- 
cises of regiment and battalion to tackle the larger opera- 
tions of corps and division. This course, he continues, is 
unwise, and what is needed is more general attention to 
small maneuvers, that is, to practical exercises in minor 
tactics, which are entirely practicable at many of our 
present Army posts. “Almost everywhere,” says Major 
Pullard, “certainly for a great many posts, small maneu- 
vers are practicable. For Infantry especially, the ordi- 
nary military reservation is large enough, and with the 
outlying public roads and commons it can also generally 
be used for Cavalry and Artillery much the same as in 
operations of like size in actuality. The characteristic 
tendency of our field officers, any way, is to ‘vant to op- 
erate in the style and with the spaces of a general, and the 
ideas of lesser officers are proportionally disproportionate. 
One of the effects of a limited reservation on which to 
operate may perhaps be to bring these abnormal ideas 
down. Making all allowance for that Arniy conservatism 
which keeps us the victims of established routine, yet one 
must still wonder at our slowness to come down to steady 
systematic work everywhere with small maneuvers, be- 
“ause there is no other form of military instruction for 
which Americans are half so ready or adaptable. They 
do not glue soldiers together. They encourage individual- 
ity and intelligence and in this way especially appeal to 
the American soldier. There is no doubt besides that in 
throwing off the starchy, super-military, set forms of 
close order they are especially suited to our genius.”

, Apropos to the promotion of Lieut. Gen. Henry C. Cor- 
bin, U.S.A., to his present grade, it is worth noting that 
the following letter, addressed to the Secretary of War 
by the late John Hay as Secretary of State under date of 
June 23, 1903, is on the files of the War Department: 
“Dear Mr. Secretary: I should like to put on file in the 
War Department some expression of my high apprecia- 
tion of the services of General Corbin during the last five 
years. Especially as a member of the Administration of 
President McKinley, I feel that it would be unjust for us 
to withhold from the record our sense of his faithful and 
devoted service during the Spanish war, as well as before 
and after it. As President McKinley is no longer here to 
bestow upon General Corbin the meed of praise which I 


know he considered so justly due, it is all the more in- 
cumbent on the rest of us to testify with what high es- 
teem, profound affection, and perfect confidence he re- 
garded General Corbin. He has told me what a comfort 
it was to him to know that he had always by his-side a 
man so sound in counsel, so vigorous in health, and so 
true in heart, upon whom he could rely implicitly for any 
service he might demand of him at any hour of the day 
or‘night. I believe this high opinion which the President 
entertained of General Corbin was shared by every mem- 
ber of the Government, and most particularly by those 
who were brought into immediate contact with him.”

Details of the good work done by the Navy in the 
course of the struggle against earthquake and fire in San 
Francisco and along the California coast have been re- 
ceived in telegrams arriving at the Navy Department 
from Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, commander-in- 
chief of the Pacifie Squadron. The important fact is de- 
veloped that among other achievements the bluejackets 
and marines saved the Ferry station, which was the only 
means of communication between the burning city and 
Oakland. In part these telegrams read as follows: 
“Sailors and marines have done splendid work policing 
and saving life and property, supplying food, water, ete. 
The Navy is helping many sufferers to leave the city and 
is furnishing refuge on board the Chicago. The Chicago 
has been the only means of communication between San 
Francisco and the outside world, transmitting dispatches 
for forwarding. Last night after a fierce fight men from 
Mare Island and the ships stopped fire on the water 
front, saving the buildings and some shipping, and most 
important of all, the Ferry station, the only exit from 
the burning city. Many invaluable services rendered. 
Mare Island prompt in sending help and provisions. Co- 
operation with the Army most cordial and complete.” <A 
record for expedition was made by the employees of the 
naval store houses in the New York Navy Yard, in for- 
warding supplies. At the first notice from Rear Admiral 
McCalla, in command at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
to the effect that there would be great need of food and 
blankets, the Navy Department sent hurry orders to the 
New York Navy Yard to dispatch all the supplies on 
hand to San Francisco. The force went to work at once, 
and laboring day and night without intermission was able 
to report before the break of day following that every bit 
of available supplies on hand had been placed on a fast 
freight train, guaranteed to arrive in San Francisco May 1. 
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Nowhere will there be more earnest sympathy for the 
victims of the overwhelming calamity at San Francisco 
than among the hundreds of officers of the Army and 
Navy and their families who have at various times par- 
taken of the boundless hospitality of the stricken city. 
For members of both Services there has always been a 
special welcome in San Francisco—a welcome which 
made the recipient glad to come and sorry to depart and 
which he gratefully assigned to a place among his fondest 
recollections. The people of San Francisco have heen 
steadfast friends of the Army and Navy as Government 
institutions, lending to both their earnest support, as well 
as their undivided confidence, and the result has been a 
perhaps more intimate relationship between the two Ser- 
vices and the civilian public in that city than in any 
other. The appalling disaster which has befallen the city 
is therefore in some sense a personal bereavement to 
every officer and the family of every officer who have en- 
tered its hospitable gates, and this sense of bereavement 
is softened only by the abiding belief that the indomitable 
spirit which created San Francisco will re-create it, mak- 
ing it more splendid than before. Whether he be cruising 
in distant seas or stationed at some remote post in trop- 
ical islands, the officer of either Service who knew the 
San Francisco of the past will hail the rise of the new 
San Francisco with mingled gratitude and admiration. 
The city of the Golden Gate has a claim on his affections 
which he acknowledges in double measure in this, her 
hour of desolation and distress. 





Lieut. Col. George H. Torney, Med. Dept., U.S.A., 
who is in charge of the medical relief work at San Fran- 
cisco, announces that physicians and nurses from beyond 
the State of California will not be needed in caring for 
the victims of the recent disaster. He states that there 
are upwards of 1,300 physicians in San Francisco and 
nearby towns who are offering their services freely ard 
that the available force will be able to meet all require- 
ments. Inasmuch as there have been reports that large 
numbers of physicians and nurses were preparing to start 
for San Francisco from the Eastern and Middle States, 
Colonel 'Torney’s announcement should be published as 
promptly and widely as possible. 








Secretary Bonaparte’s admirable address on the impor- 
tance of naval preparedness which he delivered before the 
John Ericsson Society of Chicago on March 9, and the 
more striking passages of which we published in our edi- 
tion of March 17, is quoted at length in the British Navy 
League Journal. That publication commends the Secre- 
tary’s remarks to the attention of the supporters of the

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Speaking in deprecation of any tendency to build colos- 
sal battleships simply for the sake of bigness or in order 
to “beat the world,” the Scientific American laconically 
remarks: “But it will be an unhappy day for the Navy 
Department if the Bureau of Construction is.te be con- 
trolled by any popular ‘whip creation’ theories of warship 
construction.” 
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Commenting upon the attitude of the Viceroy of the 
Two Kwang toward foreigners, the Hong Kong Tele- 
graph of March 9 says: “Should it ever be understood 
by the lower orders that those in authority show con- 
tempt for the foreigner, and are discourteous in their 
dealings with him, the feeling becomes at once infectious, 
and instead of the expected urbanity from the natives, 
the foreigner is regarded with a sort of contempt. The 
feeling once engendered is liable to develop into an un- 
friendly and anti-foreign spirit. Thus it was that the 
Viceroy’s attitude towards the Consular officials, for 
months past, was so much regretted. It was felt that at 
the very time when America and China were trying to 
avoid friction, it was alleged the Viceroy seemed deter- 
mined to provoke it. If such had been the Viceroy’s at- 
titude, however it was created, it is gratifying to be able 
to record that a marked change has just recently been 
brought about, and this through the instrumentality of 
Vice Admiral Train's visit to Canton. As was stated in 
the Telegraph the U.S. Admiral proceeded to Canton the 
other day on a visit of inspection of the American war- 
ships at that port. The occasion appears to have been 
availed of by the Viceroy to manifest a change of feeling 
towards the foreign visitors, and no more suitable per- 
sonage, in the ercumstances, could have been selected 
for the special object of Viceroy Shum’s desire for an 
interchange of official amenities. Vice Admiral Train 
was entertained at a banquet in his honor on Tuesday, 
March 6, and on the following day, our correspondent 
informs us, a reception was held at the U.S. Consulate 
General at which not only was the Viceroy present, but 
most of the high officials of Canton. Needless to say, 
the usual honors were accorded a person of H.E.’s rank, 
and the U.S.S. Monadnock fired a salute of nineteen 
guns. Now that the ice is broken, it is to be hoped that 
better and pleasanter relations will exist between the 
ruler of the Southern capital and the representatives 
of the Powers, when, as a result, all the apprehension 
of an anti-foreign outbreak, at any rate in the South, 
might be removed and a reversion to the smooth under- 
standing of the past once again obtained.”

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It is intimated in London that the Japanese govern- 
ment has, for financial reasons, reconsidered its decision 
to send Admiral Togo and a squadron of his victorious 
fleet to England during the approaching summer, and con- 
sequently the plan proposed by the Canadian people and 
noted in these columns last week, that when Admiral 
Togo, after completing his visit in England, comes to 
America, there should be a great assembly of British, 
Uniied States, French and Japanese sque.drons at Quebec, 
will have to be indefinitely postponed. It is an interesting 
circumstance, however, that notwithstanding the postpone- 
ment of Admiral Togo's visit, elaborate preparations are 
being made at Portsmouth, England, to receive and en- 
tertain a foreign squadron sometime during the summer, 
and it is commonly understood in British naval circles 
that the visitors will be from the United States. An 
officer of the Channel Fleet, who has been interviewed 
by the Pall Mall Gazette concerning the matter, says: 
“After our maneuvers, we are coming back to Portsmouth 
to meet the Americans.” This officer appeared to regard 
the matter as already arranged, but his conclusion is ob- 
viously premature. “Without some further confirmation,” 
remarks our excellent English contemporary, the VPorts- 
mouth Telegraph, “it would be unwise to assume that 
the matter is settled. That we should be very glad to 
show hospitality to a force representative of the American 
Navy is beyond doubt, and that we may have the oppor- 
tunity of doing so seems probable, although it cannot yet 
be regarded as a certainty. Some few months ago the 
Americans gave a hearty welcome to Prince Louis of 
Battenberg’s Squadron, and a visit from them in return 
would unquestionably be a popular event.”

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Dr. Victor G. Heiser, Director of the Bureau of Health 
for the Philippine Islands, in his official report for the 
month of November, 1905, states that during the month 
of October there were thirty-one cases of cholera in Ma 
nila, while in November there were only eighteen, showing 
a decrease of nearly 50 per cent. Deducting the number 
of cases in which the infection was traced to the prov- 
inces, the improvement is still more noticeable. The sit- 
uation in the provinces of Rizal and Laguna also shows 
decided improvement, but the disease has increased in Ca- 
vite and Bulacan, especially in those pueblos in direct 
communication with the infected centers of Laguna and 
Rizal. ‘This oflice,” says Doctor Heiser, “has followed 
the infection center by center, isolating the sick and tak- 
ing every possible measure to destroy the infection and 
guard against its spread. It is believed that this method 
has been of more value than an attempted quarantine 
would have been, as the latter would necessarily have had 
to be too despotic to have been of any permanent value. 
The policy has been to educate rather than antagonize, 
and whatever may have been lost in some respects has 
been more than compensated for by gains in others. It 
is gratifying to note that the municipal officials in the in- 
fected towns, and even the people themselves, have co-op- 
erated with the representatives of this bureau in combat- 
ing the disease. This change in attitude of the people, in 
contrast with that shown in the epidemic of 1902, is a 
most notable and hopeful indication.”

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Capt. Samuel Seay, 28d U.S. Inf., has translated for 
the General Staff an article on ‘Dread of Losses, and the 
Aggressive Instinct,” which appeared originally in the 
International Revue, in which the author presents an in- 
teresting discussion as to the moral effect of the increasing 
effectiveness of modern hand fire-arms.

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Lieut. Willis McDowell, U.S.N., commanding the Third 
Torpedo Flotilla, who is an officer of proved alertness 
and efficiency, is described by the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Pittsburg Dispatch as a fortunate one also, in 
proof of which the following story is told: “In all his 
time in the Navy the most serious thing that has hap- 
pened to any ship to which Lieutenant McDowell has been 
attached was the carrying away of a signal mast. That 
happened while he was taking his flotilla from New York 
down the Atlantic coast. After he had got through with 
such a small mishap he saluted the Admiral and made a 
verbal report, beginning with ‘I regret’ that his signal 
mast had been carried away. The Admiral received the 
tale in a formal way and then, in an informal manner, 
expressed his views. ‘You’re blankety blank blank lucky 
to get through there at all,’ said he. ‘Nobody thought you 
could and when we report that you lost a signal mast,

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We beg to call the attentien of the proper authorities 
to a case of hazing which deserves their immediate con- 
sideration.

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Speaking of the new Chief of Staff, an officer of the 
Cavalry who served with him in the Philippines is quot- 
ed by the Boston Transcript as saying: “General Bell 
is a soldier who is pre-eminently fitted to command men. 
Ife was brought up in the line of the Army, and has the 
natural qualities of a leader. The ability to command 
men and get their full loyal support is invaluable to a 
general, and it is a quality possessed by few. I was at 
General Bell’s headquarters throughout the Batangas 
campaign, where he handled a so-called brigade of about 
11,000 men (really a division) as if it had beeu a troop. 
I was a staff officer at the Manassas maneuvers in Gen- 
eral Bell’s division, and in a very few days he won the 
loyal support and admiration of every officer and enlisted 
man in his command, so that he was received on every 
part of the field with great enthusiasm. A man like Bell 
would be worth his weight in gold on the field of battle.” 
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An article on “Making Good at Panama,” by Lindsay 
Denison, in Everybody's Magazine for May, takes a hope- 
ful view of the work to be done and of what American 
methods haye already accomplished. “First of all,’ Mr. 
Denison says, ‘came the necessity for removing from men 
who contemplated going to work on the Isthmus the fear 
of death by disease. The sanitary work was put under 
the control of Col. W. C. Gorgas, who knows more about 
the fighting of yellow fever than any other man in the 
world. Colonel Gorgas is a Georgian, as simple as a child 
and modest almost to bashfulness. But when two men who 
have been to the Isthmus meet in New York and begin 
talking things over, one of them sooner or later says 
to the other: ‘You met Gorgas, of course?’ And then they 
look each other in the eye, and nod, and think the more 
of each other because both of them have found out and 
recognized one of the world’s real men.”

It is evident that the military service here and in Eng- 
land do not take kindly to illustrated service papers, We 
chronicled some years ago the discontinuance of the Lon- 
don Army and Navy Illustrated and the transfer of its 
subscription list to The King. The attempt to absorb the 
service illustrated paper appears to have been too much 
for the digestion of The King, which added the name of 
the service paper to its own, becoming The King and His 
Army and Navy. In reply to an inquiry as to why we 
did not receive this paper, which was sent to us in ex- 
change for the ARMY AND NAvy JourNAL, the publishers 
of The King reply: “We beg to say that we discontinued 
The King and His Army and Navy with the issue dated 
Dec. 30, 1905.”

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It is probable that the Army Regulations will be so 
changed as to transfer from the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment to the Subsistence Department the issue of all cook- 
ing utensils and ovens. The Commissary General recent- 
ly asked that the supply of all cooking apparatus be 
placed in his department instead of in the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department. This recommendation, it appears, re- 
ceived the approval of the Chief of Staff and will be 
adopted. In the future the field cooking utensils and 
bake ovens for both field and garrison use will be pro- 
vided by the Subsistence Department, leaving to the Quar- 
termaster’s Department the supply of appliances for 


ceoking and serving food at posts. 
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GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES. 


‘ Qne fact clearly disclosed by the recent conference at 
Algeciras is that the Triple Alliance is virtually a dead 
letter and that its renewal in 1908, when the present com- 
pact expires by limitation, is exceedingly doubtful. Dur- 
ing the proceedings of the conference Austria loyally sus- 
tained the contentions of Germany, but Italy consistently 
opposed them and sided with France. The attitude of 
Italy is interpreted in Berlin and elsewhere as indicating 
a desire to establish a closer community of interest with 
France and Great Britain, and if that interpretation is 
correct it means that the Triple Alliance has virtually 
fallen to pieces. The immediate effect is to accentuate 
the isolation of Germany, leaving her with Austria as her 
one faithful ally—an ally whose fidelity to her obligations 
is probably greater than her ability to discharge them. 
Thus situated, it is but natural that German statesmen 
should carefully scan the map of the world in quest of a 
nation or nations with which Germany might establish 
alliances which shall be both durable and effective. 

The most serious and by far the most suggestive prop- 
osition with reference to this matter comes from Dr. Al- 
brecht Wirth, an eminent jurist of Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
who, in an article in the Grenzboten, of Leipsic, which has 
been translated by the Literary Digest, strongly advises 
Germany to seek an alliance with the United States. As 
a first step in that direction he suggests that the German 
Imperor visit the United States in order “to interest pub- 
lic opinion.” Such an alliance, he remarks, ‘would rem- 
edy the present isolation of Germany and render her able 
to contemplate with equanimity the French-English en- 
tente in Europe.” Doctor Wirth believes that the ar- 
rangement would be a good thing for both parties, and 
that in the case of Germany it would foreshadow the rise 
of a German colonial empire under the shadows of the 
Andes, “which will perhaps become the finest and most 
permanent colonial enterprise ever undertaken by old 
Europe.” This doubtless refers to the great project al- 
ready establishei in Brazil, where, in a single state, there 
are now more than 500,000 German subjects who are 
prosperous, ambitious and still faithful to the language, 
customs and institutions of the Fatherland. Whether the 
United States would enter into an alliance with Germany 
on terms permitting the latter to engage in colonial ex- 
ploitation in the Western hemisphere is a matter con- 
cerning which Doctor Wirth is manifestly in need of fur- 
ther information, and if he does not care to seek it in 
America he will find much food for thought in an article 
id M. Achille Viallate, published in the Revue Bleue of 

aris. 

M. Viallate very frankly concedes that the proposed 
alliance would be a splendid thing—for Germany. The 
iatter, he remarks, would be foolish to engage in a strug- 
gle with England without the support of another great 
sea power, and inasmuch as France is not likely to aid 
her in such an enterprise, she could find no better aux- 
iliary than the growing fleet of the United States. He 
recalls, however, that Germany’s conduct in the Samoan 
affair, Admiral Diedrich’s behavior toward Admiral 
Dewey at Manila and the German naval demonstration 
against Venezuela, might be found to be serious obstacles 
in the way of a German-American alliance. He holds, 
moreover, that when the German Emperor found himself 
confronted with the inexorable decree of the Monroe Doc- 
trine he began to make demonstrations of friendship and 
good feeling, but that those efforts have not regained 
American confidence. M. Viallate concludes that Ger- 
many and the United States are destined to be rivals, not 
allies on the American continent, and adds: “The Ger- 
man government since then has not ceased to exhibit the 
utmost friendliness toward the United States. In the dif- 
ference which recently arose between the two States on 
the question of tariff, Germany yielded to American de- 
mands, and aceepted in return what were merely formal 
concessions. Will this gentle treatment of the United 
States have more success than Germany’s sterner bearing 
toward France has done? We doubt it. The distrust 
which public opinion in America expressed toward Ger- 
many some little time ago has by no means disappeared. 
The least imprudence on the part of this European Power 
causes a recrudescence of ill feeling which might easily 
become genuine hostility. The entente cordiale between 
the United States and Germany can only be possible if 
one of the two Powers shows a willingness to relinquish 
some of its most deeply rooted ambitions. The United 
States will never abandon the role it has elected to play 
in the New World. At present no advances that Germany 
may make can persuade her to change the cautious atti- 
tude which she has always assumed in regard to interna- 
tional questions. ‘There exist, moreover, between these 
two countries grounds of dissension which will never be 
abolished excepting by Germany’s complete abstention 
from political activity in the region of the Antilles and in 
Latin America.” 
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THE GERMAN ARMY. 


Much space is being devoted in certain of the European 
magazines to the consideration of military and naval mat- 
ters, and, in France, the German army has received no 
little share of attention. Writing in the Monde Moderne 
(Paris), Mr. Raymond Recouly devotes several pages to 
a careful analysis of the Kaiser’s forces. The German 
army, be remarks, is unlike the French army, in that al- 
though a national force it does not depend upon the na- 
tion, but upon the Emperor who is its absolute master. 
His will is paramount. The kings and princes of the 
confederate states, Bavaria, Wiirtenberg, Saxe, etc., have 
entirely surrendered their subjects to the hegomony and 
discipline of Prussia. 

William Il. makes or breaks as best suits his will. 
Parades, inspections, maneuvers, succeed each other at 
short intervals and thus the Emperor is enabled to form 
a thorough acquaintance with every officer in his army. 
Let us take the instance of a general who handles his 
troops badly or commits some error or other; this officer 
is piteously reduced in rank, and this despite his name, 
his influence and his past services. None of the superior 
officers can rest secure of the morrow; at any moment he 
may receive an imperial letter, the very color of whose 
envelope will inform him that his resignation is expected. 
A general was one day summoned to appear before Wil- 
liam II. at Potsdam. He had been long in the army, 
and had. won considerable distinction. “I have sent for 
you,” said His Majesty, “before deciding on a matter that 
is of interest to you. Would you be willing to go out to 
the Colonies?’ “If your Majesty commands it,” the 
general answered, “I shall start at once. But since 
your Majesty is so good as to leave me the choice, I will 
frankly admit that I prefer to remain in Germany.” A 





week later the general received the fatal missive. The 
Emperor thought that between the Golonies and Germany 
between danger and tranquil repose, a German general 
should not hesitate. 

Thus the German army is entirely at the will of a 
single individual; it is constituted upon the Prussian 
model, and in Prussia the army, more than anything else, 
belongs entirely to the king. In Prussia from the earliest 
days the country has been the State and the State the 
prince. A country without frontiers, without geographi- 
cal unity, composed of scattered territories, it was uni- 
fied and constituted by the powerful hands of its sover- 
eigns. The Margraves of Brandebourg and the Dukes of 
Prussia labored unceasingly in the aggrandisement of their 
possessions and in increasing their authority. To preserve 
their possessions and their sovereignty it was necessary 
to be constantly on guard. Prussia for many centuries 
resembled an unstable equilibrium that threatened at any 
moment to fall. Only a strong and well disciplined army 
could maintain this position. This army was an expen- 
sive institution, but it was clearly a profitable investment. 
Ready at al] times for action, it permitted its masters 
to profit by all occasions, and these in the course of his- 
tory embraced every opportunity that offered. They made 
war for the profits of victory. War, according to a 
Prussian saying, is their national industry. 

In the autumn of the past year, I had an opportunity 
of following the Bavarian maneuvers in the delightful 
country between Muhlfeld and Salzbourg. What struck 
me most forcibly in this army was its discipline and its 
enthusiasm. Its discipline is carried to the highest de- 
gree conceivable; it transforms the soldier into an auto- 
maton, obeying his chief by a simple reflex. The educa- 
tion of the German soldier pursues this end and attains 
it. No sooner enlisted than the recruit is subjected to a 
thorough course of exercises intended to develop both 
his body and mind. His arms, his legs, his chest, his 
eyes, are moved and fixed by command. He becomes a 
perfect machine which his chief governs at will. The 
finest example of this system will be found in what the 
Germans eall “the parade march.” 

These exercises are simply intended to solidify the 
various units of the army. The duty of this instruction 
is entrusted to the non-commissioned officers. The Ger- 
man non-commissioned officer is a product of the ranks; 
he is almost invariably a re-enlisted man who has seen 
service. Although the pay is not high, in a poor country 
such as Germany is, with a vast population whose love 
of uniforms and gold lace is carried to the extreme, 
these non-commissioned men are recruited as often as is 
deemed necessary. This officer wears a sword and 
gloves; his rank is much higher than that of a private. 
He has the privilege of swearing at the rank and file, 
and of this privilege he largely avails himself. He is 
denied the right to strike a subordinate, but he occasion- 
ally assumes it. Not a month passes but the newspapers 


‘of the Trans-Rhine contain some account of court-mar- 


tial proceedings, in which the non-commissioned officer is 
accused of ill-treating his inferiors. Often the accusa- 
tion reveals some very revolting facts, all demonstrating 
the cruelty and brutality of these non-commissioned of- 
ficers. For every one that is brought to justice, nine 
others go free, the victim not daring to make a complaint. 
The colonel, anxious to avoid any scandal, is usually as 
eager to hush up the matter. 

It is not easy to repress these shameful excesses. In 
vain does public opinion evince its displeasure or the 
Emperor increase the number of his circulars to the 
army; this’ maltreatment of the rank and file goes on. 
The fault lies less with the men than with the system. 
It is based upon fear, and hence the evil. The non- 
commissioned officer, usually a rough and uneducated 
fellow, is often unable to control his temper; from in- 
vectives he passes quickly to blows. 

Between the non-commissioned officer and the officer 
promotion is not pessible as in the French army. The 
future officers, with the exception of the fifty-first gradu- 
ates from the Ecole des Cadets (cadet college), remain 
for six months or a year in the regiments with the title 
of fahnrich. They are then distributed among the mili- 
tary schools, and at the expiration of eight months are 
promoted, after an examination, to sub-lieutenants. This 
grade obtained, to be admitted into a regiment it is 
necessary that they submit themselves to a vote of the 
officers of the regiment, its colonel included, the officers 
being perfectly at liberty to reject any candidate who is 
displeasing to them. The German oflicer has, therefore, 
been a private before obtaining the rank of officer. He 
approaches the military hierarchy from the bottom; he 
is acquainted with the barracks from experience, and 
this is certainly highly beneficial. The new French mili- 
tary law now being carried into effect establishes the same 
obligation on the part of the I*rench officers. To become 
an officer in Germany it is not only sufficient to possess 
eertain physical and intellectual attainments; it is also 
necessary to be personally acceptable to one’s future 
comrades. The corps of officers is a caste that is not 
open to everyone. This feeling of caste has always to be 
borne in mind when forming an opinion of the German 
officer. The Jews cannot aspire to the epaulette, and 
the middle class very seldom attains it. 

It will be seer! how many are the conditions governing 
admission to the rank of officer—the Christian creed, love 
of country and king, and above all an honorable social 
position. And, of all these conditions, the colonel and 
his oflicers are the sole judges when it comes to examin- 
ing a candidate. They are masters of the situation and 
may decide as they think best. Besides these conditions 
there is another, of even greater importance—the pecuni- 
ary question. The officers of lower grade being poorly 
paid (a second lieutenant receives on an average about 
1,800 marks a year), it is absolutely essential that this 
meager salary be eked out by a family contribution. The 
Smperor in his ordinance has himself fixed the supple- 
mentary allowance of the officers as follows: Infantry, 
45 marks: artillery, 70 marks; cavalry, 150 marks. Even 
with this allowance, however, it is impossible for the 
son of a poor family to rise in the army. 

In addition to this, certain regiments—notably those 
of the guard—are strictly reserved for the nobility, being 
known as the Burgerrein regiments, i.e., regiments pure- 
ly of the upper class. No one who is not a noble or the 
son of a noble, be he as rich as Croesus, can aspire to a 
post in these regiments. 

When an officer marries his wife must be possessed of 
a certain income—2,500 marks for lieutenants, 1,500 
marks for captains. Not only his fortune but his family 
connections are considered. An officer can marry into 
certain families in certain localities; he cannot do so in 
others. For instance, he would be allowed to marry into 
the family of a rich grocer, but would be prevented from 
espousing the daughter of a lady who draws a pension. 
He would also be prohibited from marrying a governess 
who earns her living by her honest vocation. 

As regards the personality of these officers and their 
influence upon the army as a whole, Mr. Recouly remarks 
that even the Germans themselves are not unanimous in 
their opinions. The majority extol the qualities of their 
officers. but recently some hostile criticisms have been 


raised. German literature, too, has emphasized these 
doubts and anxieties, and one of the best writers in Ger- 
many to-day, Beyerlein, has dared to give to his army 
novel the interrogative and agonizing title, “Jena or 
Sedan?’ This book is neither polemic nor prejudicial in 
its tendencies; it bears the trace of precise and detailed 
observation; it shows both the good and the bad sides. 
And yet the impression left by the writer is peculiarly 
gloomy. 

Promotion, according to Beyerlein, is not based on 
merit; it is reserved instead for the man of brains, the 
clever individual. Maneuvers that should be the repre- 
sentation of actual war are nothing more than a pompous 
parade. Show and theatrical effect, that is all! The 
Emperor himself is an admirer of brilliant charges of 
cavalry, divisions, capable of hurling themselves upon 
the enemy with irresistible force, but which in actual 
warfare would be cut to pieces by the artillery of the 
foe. The pleasure of the monarch more than the utility 
of the service is apparently the aim in view. These are 
the criticisms of a German author in a German army 
novel; that it is necessary to take them cum grano salis - 
Mr. Recouly believes. 

What impressed Mr. Recouly most in watching the 
German maneuvers was the application which marked 
both soldiers and officers alike. Maneuvers, however 
well carried out, are always different from actual war- 
fare. The higher the perfection attained by military 
weapons, the more apparent must be this difference. We 
are compelled to suppose the material effect of these 
weapons, aud that of itself is difficult. But how shall 
we suppose the moral effect, the terror caused on raw 
troops by these deadly engines. Maneuvers can only 
show the endurance, the discipline of the men, the au- 
thority of their officers, and the quality of the administra- 
tion; and all this in the German army is good. Of its 
discipline we have already spoken. As regards its com- 
missariat and transport departments, it is well known 
that in these branches the Germans have attained a high 
grade of excellence. 

Coming now to the propagation of socialistic ideas and 
to the decrease of the military spirit for which these ideas 
are held responsible among the Germans, it would he 
a gross mistake, we are told, to permit any delusions on 
this score. The German has the innate sense of sub- 
mission and of discipline. He is both a good socialist 
and a very good soldier, or rather when he dons the 
tunic and takes the rifle in hand, he completely forgets 
that he is a socialist; he will march anywhere and every- 
where at the command of his sergeant. The German is 
in no sense a revolutionist. 

Concluding, Mr. Recouly observes that to see the Ger- 
man army as it is, it must be studied, not through the 
medium of books, but by actual contact. It has great 
qualities and great strength. ‘Let us not imitate the 
imbecility of many in France, who at the least crisis are 
loud in clamoring, ‘We are beaten already; they are 
going to invade us! The Germans are twice as numer- 
ous as we! They can mobilize in five days, we in twelve! 
In two weeks the Germans would be at the gates of 
Paris’!” 

Nothing can be more absurd and cowardly than such 
statements. Actually, we have as many men as the Ger- 
mans; our arms are as good; our material preparation is 
as complete as theirs. We have only to be ready morally. 
The German army is by no means invincible; we have 
beaten it; we are capable of beating it again, if, in spite 
of the pacific assurances we have given to the world, 
they should ever commit the crime of attacking us. 

RAGGING OR HAZING. 

Discussing the subject of ‘‘ragging,” as it is called in 
Engfand, the United Service Gazette says: 

“In the savage and bygone days, when ragging was 
unknown, gentlefolk settled their differences by appeal- 
ing to skill at arms. It was then the duty of every 
gentleman to learn how to use the sword and pistol; for 
these weapons constituted the deadly agents by the pro- 
ficient use of which he protected his person from insult, 
his honor from attack, and his loved ones from the perils 
of society. ‘The laws of duelling were clear, and were 
ever punctiliously observed by all who had the slightest 
pretensions to good breeding. A weak gentleman was 
never bullied or grossly insulted by a number of other 
gentlemen in those days, no matter how serious might 
have been an offense of which he had been guilty. He 
was chalienged, or he was compelled to challenge, and he 
fought—-one antagonist, or possibly many, one after the 
other; he was punished or given a fair chance to escape 
punishment. In those days a gentleman relied on his 
skill at arms and on the justice of his cause. Civilians 
and military officers were equally skilled in the use of 
weapons, and both classes were courteous to each other 
and among themselves. Politeness was a reality because 
it was necessary; it was maintained by personal skill at 
arms. The gentle persoiu was careful, both in his actions 
and in his speech, but social grades were sharply defined 
in those days, and ‘undesirables’ were never tolerated in 
the social circle. Yet even ‘undesirables’ were treated 
with fairness; for gentlemen never permitted ungentle 
actions to degrade them to the level of ‘undesirables.’ 
But, with the gradual spread of intelligence and with 
the increasing power of enlightened laws, the savage 
custom of duelling slowly declined, until it completely 
died out. Skill at arms was no longer deemed necessary 
to the gentleman, and thus peace and scandal, and dis- 
courtesy and ragging gradually became established in 
society. 

“Ragging is therefore of comparatively modern evolu- 
tion, and may be comprehensively defined as a species 
of punishment administered by many to one, or as a 
process operated by many, for the purpose of inducing 
one to realize that his immediate companions have no 
further use for him. Admitting that the objectionable 
one has been guilty of the most heinous offense against 
his companions, the actions of his companions in ragging 
him can only be a palpable perpetuation on their parts 
of their victim’s crime against society; for it is, at any 
rate, cowardly and frequently cruel, and sometimes de- 
grading, and it has been known to partake of all these 
vile qualities. The raggers, therefore, in descending into 
the character of cowards, brutes or blackguards, or inte 
one or more of such characters, as determined by their 
action towards the ragged, are practically permitting 
themselves to be degraded by the offender, who has clear- 
ly induced them to forget the fact that they were gentle 
persons. The guilty victim has, in short, succeeded in 
lowering his raggers to the level occupied by himself, and 
possibly to an even lower one; so that ragged and raggers 
are manifestly ‘bounders’ or outsiders or brutes or black- 
guards, as the case may be. 

“If, on the other hand, the ragged has committed no 
crime against his companions or against the unwritten 
laws and customs of his social caste, his raggers are thea 
clearly cowards, and possibly brutes or blackguards, as 
the case may be, of the very lowest type, being utterly 
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unfit to associate with their unfortunate victim or with 
any other respectable member of society. ne 

“From whatever standpoint ragging is regarded, it is 
impossible for the raggers to justify their actions. Every 
man’s person is, or should be, held sacred, for every 
zentle instinct is opposed to the contrary idea. Ragging 
in its mildest form is an offense against the law, and he 
who does not obey and respect the law, even if he fails 
to respect himself, can never make a good citizen, much 
the less can he make a sound soldier; for to ever support 
the laws of his Sovereign is the essence of obedience— 
the soldier’s first duty. How can an officer who openly 
repudiates his first duty as a subject command the obedi- 
ence and respect of his subordinates?” 


HOW ELIMINATION WILL AFFECT THE LINE. 


Manila, P.I., March 17, 1906. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The strong editorial in your issue of Feb. 10 sounds a 
belated warning and points at dangers that must needs 
attend promotion by elimination. For, under name slight- 
ly changed and form hardly less vicious, promotion by 
elimination is nothing but promotion by selection—the 
same wolf, whose greediness has for seven years beeu 
gnawing the vitals of the Army, and is now seeking by 
stealth to get a law that will place the victim at his 
mercy. 

Consider the matter only briefly, and let us suppose 
that under the iaw, if passed, fifty officers must be retired 
semmarily, June 30, 1907. The august board of five gen- 
erals meets ang is duly sworn. Justice, blindfolded, is 
seated in their midst with the sword and balance by her 
side. The fifty names and the evidence against them, as 
far as the conscientious five can ascertain it, is carefully 
presented to her patient hearing. She demands to hear 
the accused, and is told they are not in presence, but 
seattered over the wide world. Must she not at once an- 
nounce that further proceedings are impossible?—and 
where is the thoughtful man that could gainsay her de- 
cision ? 

Though never so able, though never so conscientious, 
though never so painfully scrupulous, the five generals are 
only men, and must sink under the Godlike task laid 
upon them. Year after year injustice must be done; 
year after year valuable officers hard to spare must be lost. 

This question, Mr. Editor, was discussed exhaustively 
in the JOURNAL a year ago. In all that was said, was 
there a single argument against promotion by selection 
that does not apply also to promotion by elimination? 
You thonght the monster had been killed, but under a thin 
disguise he comes again. 

Against promotion by elimination, however, there is 2 
powerful argument, which I am surprised was not noted 
in your able editorial. As this law will apply to captains 
and first lieutenants, 2s well as to field officers, instead of 
only fifty, there may be 150 officers retired June 30, 1907, 
and each year thereafter. Will not this imperil the re- 
tired list—the retired list without which chaos will come 
again? 

The sword of the republic is the line of the Army, and 
should be kept in good temper—sharp and bright; yet 
there are signs that it is forgotten, decaying and rusting. 
The tactical units, now troops, companies and batteries, 
are robbed of theic proper guardians and largely entrusted 
to a single, or under favorable conditions, to two wholly 
green oflicers: desertion in consequence of this and of 
deficient pay is rampant: bookishness, like a magnet, at- 
tracts irresistibly the capable and ambitious, who, turn- 
ing their backs on the line, are climbing with painful 
and exhausting rivalry the ladder of theory, which, in 
these rushing days, is held to give the only access to for- 
tune; long service in the line disqualifies, while long ser- 
vice at the desk qualifies for reward; the staff. whose 
share of promotion has always bcen exorbitant and beyond 
all just proportion, is not satisfied, but demands and re- 
ceives that, also. hitherto reserved to the line: there is a 
tendency to exalt youth and inexperience, and to debase 
age and experience: like the tiers état at the period of 
the French Revolution, the line will soon be nothing; it 
should be everything. 

To put the line in good state, shun as death these wild- 
eat impossible schemes: provide for all detached service 
of every kind. where absence is for a year or more, by 
adding to the line extra officers, who shall fill the place of 
absentees: let any legitimate absence of a year or longer 
make a vacancy to be filled immediately, and let every 
tactical unit have three or four officers according to regu- 
lations. This, with rigid enforcement of the present law 
of promotion, just and decent treatment of the line, 
and less pampering of the staff, will put the sword in ex- 
cellent shape. LINE. 


CONSCRIPTION IN THE UNITED STATES (7). 
To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 
The idea of conscription in the United States is con- 








sidered by many as too contrary to public opinion and 
quite impossible. Republican sentiment is very adverse 
to it; and even in England, though being advised by 
many, it is causing hesitation on account of tradition 
and public sentiment. The Republie of France, however 

by force of circumstances, perhaps—is obliged to adhere 
to the system, and it is not considered unrepublican 
there. Conscription is also resorted to in the Republic 
of Chile and said to be very successful. 

Much has been written and commented upon recently 
regarding the social standing of men in the Service, and 
contempt shown by a large class of the public towards 
the uniform of the Army and Navy. Numerous remedies 
have been suggested—the most effective being considered 
a raise of pay. This raise of pay will, however, be no 
remedy at all. It may even cause a sneering remark 
by a certain class concerning the expense to the Govern- 
ment. Suggestions have been made to induce Congress 
to pass a law making it a misdemeanor for anyone to 
show disrespect towards the uniform of the United States 
Service. However, it is well known, and proven by his- 
tory, that mandatory and coercive measures will rather 
increase the evil than diminish it. In view of the fore- 
going. I will point out the advantages that will be gained 
for the United States Service by the system of conscrip- 
tion. 

Our Army and Navy combined does barely exceed one 
man to every one thousand of population. Conscription 
could be had in a very ideal and elastic manner: and a 
plan somewhat on the following should work well: Allot 
to every Congressional District (or whatever division 
of the country is decided upon) a certain number of re- 
eruits per annum. Have an annual physical examination 
of all men of a certain age, say twenty years, excusing all 
who, on account of family affairs, are needed at home or 
have anyone dependent on them for support. Then, 
after the physical examination is completed. call for 
volunteers from those found qualified for service (I am 


positive that as soon as the system is well understood 
by the public there will always be more volunteers thay 
needed), and if ther® are more volunteers than needed, 
draw lots to decide who is to serve. If volunteers should 
not apply lots conld be drawn for those found qualified 
for service ; and if the lot should fall on some one who is 
unwilling to serve he should be permitted to get a sub- 
stitute. The enlistments could be for three years or what- 
ever term may be decided upon. 

Only such men as are capable of being non-commis- 
sioned officers, or who have some other special qualifica- 
tions, should then be re-enlisted, and these re-enlisted 
men should receive more pay than the present rate. The 
advantages thereby gained to discipline will be great, and 
it is almost unnecessary to point out the particulars. 
The non-commissioned officers will be older men; will not 
be on as familiar terms with privates as at present, 
etc. 

The advantages of the moral and physical standard 
of the service will be enormous, because the examining 
physician will have the choice to select one man out of 
about four hundred and fifty (one man from every one 
thousand of population wherefrom females have to be 
deducted). 

Furloughs should be granted lberally (though not for 
long periods) to enable men to visit their homes and 
mingle with the public freely. 

I do not deem the term “Conscript” as repelling. In 
fact, having seen service in Continental Europe and the 
United States, I prefer the epithet ‘“Conscript” to that of 
“Hireling’” and worse ones that are heard in countries 
where they have no conscription. It is also my opinion 
that if conscription is once in favor with the public there 
will be very few conscripts, and nearly all volunteers. 
Furthermore, it is a well known fact that in countries 
where conscription prevails public opinion is quite differ- 
ent and decidedly sympathetic towards men in the ser- 
vice. I will here mention an incident of my service in 
Europe. While in conversation with a civilian I alluded 
to the fact that I was “only a soldier,’ which elicited 
the following reply: ‘‘A soldier is now taken from the 
}opulation at large, without distinction of class. He is 
quite different from what he was when we did not have 
conscription ; and the element that then joined the service 
was, as a rule, from the worst and lowest grade of the 
country.” 

It is a well known fact, under our present system of 
recruiting that, the more prosperous the times are, the 
lower is the standard of recruits: and that the majoricy 
of the men joining at prosperous times are poorly educated 
and defective otherwise. TRAVELER.

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ANOTHER FRIEND OF CONSCRIPTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF TIE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Although a foreigner by nativity. I take great interest 
in the welfare of our, i.e., the United States Army and 
Navy. As a consequence of my foreign origin, I had 
ample oppertunity to study militarism. In all countries, 
or with the exception of England in all European coun- 
tries, military service is compulsory. and is, therefore, 
taken as a “blood tax.” In these countries, where every- 
body is once during his lifetime a soldier, whether rich 
or poor, if not crippled or all too weak, the public senti- 
ment is with the soldier and sailor, the army and navy is 
the most honored calling anyone can choose for his life- 
work. 

Quite different is it with our national defenders, the 
ever-ready Army and Navy. Respect toward any military 
man is lacking in the United States. Self-respect is the 
first step toward public respect.  Self-respect must be 
taught first to the officers and then to the men. One way 
to do it is to compel officers to wear their uniforms under 
all circumstances when within the military reservation, 
armory and navy yard. At present the American uniform 
is lacking beauty and simplicity. 

To increase self-respect have swearing stopped and 
every drunken sailor arrested and punish him slightly, but 
have drunkenness stopped by all means; the same in the 
Army. After this is partly accomplished, make arrange- 
ments with some of the local theater and opera companies 
to give 2 certain number of tickets at a reduced price 
to soldiers and sailors through their commanders, valid 
only if used by men of the Service wearing the uniform. 
Then cause the police and other courts to consider in- 
sults to men wearing the uniform as aggravating circum- 
stances. Give to men, who faithfully rendered their ser- 
vices to the national government in time of peace pre- 
paring for war, preference of all in case of civil service 
appointments and, last. have no deserters arrested by 
women (like Mrs. Ring), or persons of disreputable char- 
acter. 

The United States would gain much, and the Service 
would be made less unpleasant by adopting a means of 
restoring to the Service on conditional liberty men who 
have thoughtlessly deserted. Say a man enlisted and de- 
serted, not having committed any other offense or crime, 
should see fit to live up to the ‘terms of his enlistment. 
reports at a recruiting station or other public or military 
office as a deserter. Hlave him tried by court-martial and 
punished by a severe loss of liberty, but with penalty 
suspended, under condition of good behavior and faithful 
services, until he misbehaves to such a degree that such 
punishment is justified. To keep military prisoners costs 
money, and is a loss of the vital power of young men to 
the nation, therefore to be resorted to only in emergen- 
cies. Besides this conditional liberty, he should serve 
under the flag no longer than the term agreed, the time of 
his absence to be subtracted and should get only one-half 
his pay at pay day, the other half to be paid to him on 
the day of his honorable discharge with accrued per cent. 
The deserted again taken into service shall not be treated 
differently from the others, except as to his pay; he shall 
advance if he merits it.

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NAMES FOR BATTLESHIPS. 
U.S.S. Kentucky, 1st Rate, Guantanamo, Cuba, 
April 17, 1906. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In your issue of March 31 I was surprised to see at the 
end of the editorial, ‘“‘For a 20,500-Ton Battleship,” 
apropos of calling her the Constitution that “to give the 
vessel any other name than that of a State would require 
a special bill, as the law now requires that battleships 
must be named after States,.’’ all of which is very true, 


but the editorial continues: “There are now three States, 
Delaware, North Dakota and Utah, which have no vessels 





named after them.” The JOURNAz is not often mistaken, 
but it is in error here. Many friends and acquaintances 
of mine have expressed surprise for years that the Empire 
State has been passed by and I have been unable to an- 
swer them. The present armored cruiser was named after 
the then City of New York, which city since has changed 
its name to Manhattan. Similarly the next armored 
cruiser built was named the Brooklyn.

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AN APPEAL FOR SAN FRANCISCO. 
April 20, 1906. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 
While our whole nation is most generously respond- 
ing to San Francisco’s dire need, there is one part of our 


people whose ties with San Francisco are closer than 
those of most and who should feel (and doubtless do feel) 
especially anxious to join in the relief work. Almost 
everyone of us has either been stationed in, or near San 
Francisco, or has remained there a few days, passing 
through it. It is safe to say that, whether their stay was 
long or short, no man, woman or child has ever entered 
San Francisco without receiving cordial welcome and 
most kindly hospitable treatment from her citizens. 

More than this, in 1898, when most of our States 
were absorbed in caring for their respective volunteer 
troops, and naturally felt that in that they had all they 
could do, California remembered the Regulars. Of 
course, the Government cared for us, but to Government 
supplies San Francisco added most prompt and generous 
contributions, in addition to caring for her own militia. 
Not only officers and men, but our women, our very chil- 
dren, have been made welcome an1 one. with the San 
Franciscan community whenever stationed there. Now is 
the Army’s opportunity to reciprocate San Francisco’s 
unfailing kindness! 

Heaven knows we’re all of us poor enough, but if we 
can give no more than the smallest sum of money. or our 
personal efforts to interest others who can give largely, 
those should be given. An organized effort at all its 
present stations, to give practical and immediate assist- 
ance, is owed to San Francisco by the U.S. Army. 

The troops on the scene of action are doing nobly, but 
that is. in a way. professional service that would be 
given any sufferers in any section of the United States, 
and does not represent spontaneous desire to contribute 
our mite of practical sympathy to a community where the 
Army has. from General Commanding to newly-sworn 
“rooky.”’ found invariable friendship.

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A STICKLER FOR PLAIN ENGLISITI. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In the book of firing regulations prepared by a board 
of officers and issued by the War Department in 1904, 
those of us that love the English language in its si:aplest 
form were pleased to see that verbal monstrosity. Small- 
Arms Firing Regulations, of the old book, discarded and 
replaced by the title, Firing Regulations for Small Arms. 
We are no less pained and disappointed to find the old 
monstrosity revived in the title of the new regulations 
just issued. As well may we say a tio-feet rule, a fine- 
teeth comb, or a tenpennies nail as ‘‘Small-Arms Firing 
Regulations.””. Small-Arm Firing Regulations would be 
all right even though more than one kind of small arms is 
considered ; but there is no right precedent in the lan- 
guage for such an adjective as small-arms. 

If the person that selects the books given each year, 
“In memory of one who greatly desired to promote the 
spiritual welfare, ete.” (as the card states), to members 
of the graduating class at the Military Academy, would 
present them with Richard Grant White’s two little 
hooks, ‘‘Words and Their Uses” and “Every-day English,” 
it might save the written language of the Army from such 
incongruities as the adjective small-arms, which appears 
in the title of this excellent little book and in so many 
of the orders issuing nowadays from various headquar- 
ters. Our spoken language is good enough, because we 
are natural in it; we make no effort to be “proper” as we 
do in our written language.

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LESSONS FROM THE JAPANESE. 

There is a lesson for our Army in what was said con- 
cerning the Japanese army in a lecture at Aldershot by 
the British military attaché with the Japanese forces dur- 
ing the war. Colonel Haldane said: “The first great 


lesson to be learned from the study of the campaign was 
that the best trained army, imbued with the highest mor- 
al, was almost sure to win, and that it was better to trust 
in the highly trained fighting capacity of the individual 
soldier than to the momentum of a mass of armed men 
moulded by constant and monotonous drills into an ab- 
solutely obedient fighting machine. The word ‘Duty’ was 
the key-note of the Japanese military training. Jealousy, 
self-seeking, and criticism of orders were entirely absent. 
The Japanese officers were thorough soldiers, and took 
every care to add to their military knowledge by study. 
Study in these days was as necessary for the regimental 
officer as for the staff officer. 

“The endurance of the Japanese was the result of se- 
vere tests in peace. They had exhibited careful secrecy, 
not only in regard to the Press, but also in all ranks: 
intrepid conduct in gaining information, and clever com- 
munication, chiefly by field telephones. The national 
characteristic of secrecy helped the Japanese considerably, 
and the Russians were never able to glean any reliable in- 
formation of what their intentions or movements were. 
This characteristic was much in evidence in the field, 
when great masses of troops were moved and concealed 
with astonishing effectiveness. The men never spoke to 
a stranger about the war, and were forbidden even to say 
to what unit they belonged. The Japanese did not be- 
lieve in ‘holding’ attacks, and he would like to see the 
words expunged from our regulations. They acted upon 
the principle that all attacks should be decisive, and they 
also now recognized the necessity for larger mounted 
forces.” Col. Haldane spoke very highly of the Japanese 
artillery, both as regards observation, accuracy, and con- 
cealment, and upon the necessity for more and heavier 
guns in our service. The success of the Japanese was due 
mainly to the above causes and the cordial co-operation 
of the three arms. 
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SAN FRANCISCO CATASTROPHE, 

The area in San Francisco devastated by earthquake 
and fire approximates 10,000 acves, or fifteen square miles. 
Within that area were nearly 100 banks and many of the 
finest buildings in the world. The population of the 
ruined district was more than 230,000 persons. The 
property losses are estimated at upwards of $200,000,000. 
The relief funds thus far subscribed amount to about 
$24,000,000. 

FEDERAL PREFERRED TO STATE TROOPS. 

Advices from San Francisco show that there is a con- 
flict between Governor Pardee and Mayor Schmidt over 
the retention of the National Guard on duty in San 
Francisco. The Mayor, backed by the citizens’ commit- 
tee, desires the State troops relieved from further duty, 
and wants only Federal forces to keep order. The 
Governor is opposing the Mayor and citizens, and at a 
meeting on April 26 took no action upon the request, on 
the other hand he expressed himself as indignant over the 
attitude taken against the Guard and the charges pre- 
ferred against them. Citizens, however, from all ac- 
counts fear the National Guardsmen and special police 
more than anything else, and want only Federal forces 
to patrol the city in view of the indiscriminate killing 
and shooting that has taken place. The official reports 
of officers of the Army on the California National Guard 
for the year 1905 show that none of the companies in 
San Francisco had instruction in rifle practice, and that 


only about one-fourth of the entire State force have 
facilities for target practice. To put men on duty with 
ball cartridges under sueh conditions is criminal. Men 


who are not thoroughly instructed in the use of fire arms 
should not be given them. It is absolutely impossible 
for such men to have any fire discipline, and they shoot 
at the slightest excuse. The California National Guard 
has not been particularly noted for its discipline, and it 
will be a godsend to have them and the civil guards all 
replaced on duty in San Francisco by Regular forces. 
If tae National Guard of California was properly dis- 
ciplined and trained in rifle practice as are the forces of 
some other States, it would have been of immense value, 
but in San Francisco, at least, the men have proved to 
be worthless as soldiers. 


FURTHER AID BY CONGRESS. 

The House on April 21 passed a joint resolution, H..J. 
Res. 141, for the further relief of the sufferers from earth- 
quake and conflagration on the Pacific coast, appropriat- 
ing $1,000,000, and giving specific authority to the Secre- 
tary of War to use this sum and the former appropria- 
tion for this purpose, amounting in all to $2,000,000, 
not only to buy additional supplies which may be needed 
for the relief of the sufferers, but also for the purpose 
of replacing by purchase such subsistence, quartermas- 
ter’s and medical supplies which may have been furnished 
by the Secretary of War for such relief from the stores 
on hand for the use of the Army. 

This was in response to a letter from the Secretary 
of War to the President, stating that the situation in San 
Francisco was such as to require further aid from Con- 
gress and noting what had already been done by the War 
Department. From the night of April 18 all the available 
stores of the Army, of three departments, have been used 
for relief purposes, assuming that the action of the 
Department would be ratified by Congress, in accordance 
with precedents in similar eases. <All subsistence and 
quartermaster supplies and all medical stores of every 
kind which were in the military depots in San Francisco 
were destroyed, except the local supplies for the troops 
stationed at the post at the Presidio, at San Francisco. 
Accordingly, everything had to be ordered from a distance. 
There were on the way by special trains from every avail- 
able point 900,000 rations for one day. The value 
of these rations is estimated by the Commissary Genera! 
to be $198,000. Two hundred thousand of these rations 
probably reached San Francisco on April 21, in charge 
of commissary officers. 

The Quartermaster’s Department expressed by special 
train wall tents, conical tents, hospital tents, and storage 
tents for the shelter of 100,000 people: 100,000 blankets. 
7,900 mattresses, 15,000 bed sacks. and 8,000 cots, part of 
which have already reached San Francisco from the im- 
mediate vicinity. The quartermaster supplies delivered 
in San Francisco, or en route by special trains in charge 
of competent military quartermasters, amount in value 
to $1,031,734.40, on April 21. The medical bureau sent 
five carloads of medical supplies from St. Louis. The 
estimated value of these medical supplies is $50,000. 
It is estimated that the cost of transportation for all 
these supplies amounts to $150,000, so that the cost 
of that which had already been done is $1,429,734.40. 

The Secretary of War suggested that in a resolution 
giving an additional relief, if passed, he be given authority 
to replace supplies taken from the Regular Army stores, 
which was done, as noted above. 

The resolution, H.J. Res. 141, was taken up by the 
Senate on April 28 and passed, amended to appropriate 
$1.500.000 instead of $1,000,000: also amended by adding 
a clause, making the appropriation available for the 
purpose of defraying all extra cost to the War Depart- 


ment incurred in mileage of officers, transportation of 
troops. and all other expenditures which would not 


have been necessary but for the relief measures herein 


described and authorized. 
THE SERVICES SEND AID. 


Three lighter loads of canned goods, hams. bacon, flour 


and biscuit, were shipped to San — o. via Jersey 
City, April 21, from the navy yard, New York. A force 
of two hundred men worked all Friday night packing 


the goods. Every available ration in the yard not neces- 
sary for present use there was in the shipment, 

A telegram received at the Navy Department on April 
24 states that the officers and men of the Monitor Arkan- 
sas at Norfolk had subscribed $90 for the relief of the 
fire sufferers. 

The Secretary of the Navy is in receipt of a check for 


ninety dollars, being the amount contributed by the offi- 
cers and crew of the U.S. monitor Arkansas, now at Nor- 


folk, Va., for the relief of the San Francisco sufferers. 

The civilian employees, the officers and the soldiers of 
the Rock Island Arsenal contributed $745 for the relief 
of the San Francisco sufferers, and in compliance with 
their request the commanding officer of the arsenal, 
Lieut. Col. S. E. Blunt, Ord. Dept.. on April 24, forward- 
ed that amount to the Mayor of San Francisco. 

ARMY PEOPLE SAFE. 

Army officers on duty in the Philippines will be very 
much interested and gratified at the contents of the fol- 
lowing telegram sent to Quartermaster General Tfum- 
phrey on April 25 by Major Devol, the depot quarter- 
master in San Francisco: “Reference your telegram, 
baggage stored for officers and organization in’ Philip- 
pines intact. Storehouse rented at Spear and Harrison 


streets was not touched by fire, and only slightly dam- 
aged by earthquake.” 

The newspapers report that Alcatraz Island, in the 
harbor of San Francisco, was not affected by the earth- 
quake, which resulted in the destruction of San Fran- 
cisco, and the officers at that station witnessed the melan- 
choly spectacle of the burning of the city without being 
= to understand at that time the cause of its destruc- 
ion. 

Mrs. Coolidge, wife of Brig. Gen. Charles A. Coolidge, 

U.S.A., retired, has written a letter to her brother, Mr. 
Robert C. Lowry, of New York city, to say that she and 
General Coolidge are safe and well after the disaster in 
San Francisco, where they have a house at 2800 Van 
Ness avenue. The letter was dated in San Francisco on 
April 19 and mailed at Berkeley April 20. Mrs. Coolidge 
said that the earthquake overthrew the chimney of their 
house, knocked down some plaster and smashéd china and 
bric-a-brac, but that beyond this the damage was slight. 
She and General ( ‘oolidge were about to pack up and re- 
move to Fort Mason. A letter of like import from Gen- 
eral Coolidge has been received by his sister, Mrs. A. M. 
Lawrence, of New York city. 
_Mr. Flournoy Rivers writes from Pulaski, Tenn., April 
22: “That their friends may be reassured, I wish you 
would publish that my sister, Mrs. Rivers, wife of Capt. 
Tyree R. Rivers, 4th Cav., t together with her little daugh- 
ter Myra and her mother, Mrs. Fenlon, escaped the San 
Francisco disasters. Our first intelligence was received 
this afternoon. Since the 4th Cavalry was ordered to the 
Far East in September, Mrs. Rivers has sojourned in 
San Francisco so as to be as near her husband as possi- 
ble, the climate of the Philippines not permitting them to 
take their baby to Manila. For the present she is domi- 
ciled with the family of F. H. Spearman, Piedmont, Cal., 
which place is in Alameda County, and across the bay 
from the city. Everything was lost except their lives.”

In the district controlled by my command everything is 
quiet and complaints largely individual. The Red Cross doing 
good sanitary work. I have prohibited the requisition of 
teams, automobiles, and all means of transportation. A large 
number of complaints came in this morning on account of 
seizing teams to-day. I directed district commanders to give 
special attention prohibiting this action and ordering summary 
punishment if persisted in. Situation better to-day than 
yesterday and the reports of my inspectors are encouraging. 

General order issued this morning subdividing section of 
the city under my control in districts will be published in the 
local papers re-established in Oakland, and it is believed its 
effect will have very beneficial results. A map ef the city 
will also be published in the papers showing location of dis- 
tricts and each district headquarters. All of the district head- 
quarters are now connected by wire with division headquarters 
and constant communication kept up. System patrolling and 
guarding of property is now established in my district. 

At a conference with the district commanders this eve- 
ning they indicate that they handle their districts with little 
additions to the personnel now under their control. The terri- 
tory controlled by the troops under my command is as follows: 
All of Golden Gate Park, all of the territory north and east 
of Golden Gate Park, along H street to Stanyan, along Stanyan 
to Oak, along Oak to Fillmore, and Fillmore to Bush, along 
Bush to Powell, down Powell to Market, along Marketi to First, 
along First to include the Pacifie Mail dock. It ineludes 
probably more than half the population of San Francisco, all 
the buildings and commercial houses containing vaults with 
stores of great value. The post-office, outside of this district, 
is also under charge of the Federal troops. 

The following is an extract of the general order issued 
this morning: ‘*District commanders will instruct troops under 
their commands to prohibit the seizure of all vehicles of trans- 
portation by all within city districts unless they have a written 


order signed by the Mayor or division commander and dated 
April 23, 1906, or later. Lights are authorized between sunset 


and ten p.m. In ease lights are burning after this hour senti- 
nels will investigate quietly and inform the occupants that 
orders require lights to be extinguished at ten p.m. 

‘In houses no fires will be permitted in stove grates, 
furnaces or other fireplaces having exit through chimney flues 
unless the ocecupants-of the house hold a certificate issued by 
authorized inspectors showing the chimneys in proper condition. 
The importance of this provision, is emphasized by the fact that 
no effective means are at hand for stopping fires. Oil stoves 
may be used. All persons except suspicious characters will 


be permitted to pass sentinels without interruption, provided 
they are orderly and do not destroy, molest or appropriate 
property not their own. 

‘“‘The division commander desires to impress upon the 


troops the importance of temperate action in dealing with the 
unfortunate people who are suffering from the awful catas- 
trophe that has befallen them. He desires also the assistance 
of the people, for whom every possible effort is being made, 
whose forbearance already bespeaks their courage under cir- 
cumstances impossible to fully comprehend without experienc- 
ing them. 

‘In light of the unfortunate conditions we mast ask this 
co-operation and assistance. Food supplies, tentage and 
gs “a8 are beginning to come in very rapidly, and in a very 
few days it is believed that sufficient supplies of all kinds will 
he regularly distributed daily for the absolute safety of all. 
It is particularly required that no person permit himself to re- 
ceive more of any kind of supplies than are absolutely neces- 
sary. Our greatest danger in the future may be expected from 
unavoidable unsanitary conditions, and every person is cau- 
tioned that to violate in the slightest degree the instructions 
of the sanitary officers would be a crime that could have no 
available punishment.’’ FUNSTON.

GENERAL GREELY TAKES COMMAND. 


Fort Mason, San Francisco, Cal., April 23, 1906. 
To the Military Secretary, Washington, D.C.: 
Arrived on Overland Limited Sunday night and resumed

This both affords employment 
to many destitute and tends to minimize the danger from 
unsanitary conditions, which are aggravated by scarcity of 
water. Probably twenty thousand are under Army canvas 
and about 200,000 people without house shelter. Hope to give 
reliable data later to-day on this point. 

Subject to approval by the War Department there will be 
held here for special and temporary duty all officers reaching 
San Francisco on leave or coming here with supplies from 
other points. Scarcity of officers has prevailed from the be- 
ginning, and those here have worked with such energy and 
persistency as to threaten physical exhaustion. Owing to ab- 
sence of department officers, especially military secretary, 
chief quartermaster and chief commissary, the entire situa- 
tion has so far been handled by division headquarters and 
its staff. The time has arrived to differentiate the duties, 
and hereafter the division headquarters will take charge itself 
with questions of policy, the general movement of troops and 
particularly the important question of sanitation. The de- 
partment commander will confine himself to the administra- 
tion duties covering the various staff departments and the 
distribution of relief supplies. The two headquarters are 
together and everything will progress without delay or fric- 
tion. 

General Funston has work of the most trying and exhaust- 
ing character, which will make the fullest demand on his 
energy and strength. Additional troops with the division ap- 
pear to be necessary. This subject will receive careful con- 
sideration to-day and recommendations thereon be made _ to- 
night. 





Although rain entailed discomfort last night, conditions are 
very much improved. It is estimated that more than 25,000 
left city durmg past twenty-four hours. About 7,000 civilians 
under pass have entered San Francisco during the past four 








days. Working parties are busy clearing roads, demolishing 
dangerous walls and repairing water mains. The street rail 
ways which were operated temporarily Sunday, have sus- 


pended operations pending further repairs. There has been 
no suffering during past twenty-four hours for lack of water, 
food or temporary shelter, although much wet bedding neces- 
sitates temporary discomfort. The citizens are rapidly erect- 
ing wooden barracks in Gelden Gate Park. <A board of offi 
cers has been carefully examining the situation for such tem- 
porary camps as may be further necessitated. Present indi- 
eytions point, however, to largely decreased demands the com- 
ing week owjng to rapid removal of inhabitants to country 
and adjacent towns. Many relief trains are arriving daily; 
the facilities for feeding the destitute have been greatly im- 
proved by the arrival to-day of twenty-eight cars sent by the 
chamber of commerce relief committee of Los Angeles. the 
outfit ineluding its own transportation, forage, ete., and pro- 
vided with cooking arrangements capable of caring for 15,000 
persans. 

Have had consultation with Mayor Schmitz, General Funs- 
ton and the chief of police regarding necessities of the near 
future. The mayor urges that the Army take charge of the 
lurce districts now guarded by the State Militia. Apart from 
other consideration it is evident that the State militia cannot 
be expected to serve here any considerable length of time. The 
mayor informed me that he should ask the Governor to re- 
move all militia at onee. IT informed him that questions in- 
volving relations of the municipal and State authorities were 
heyend the province of the Regular Army, but that everything 


would be done as far as present regular force permit to safe- 
guard the interests of the city. It is evident, however, that 
within a week or ten days the situation will develop not only 


in San Franciseo, but in adjacent cities to such an extent as to 
absolutely demand largely increased forces for the presenta- 
tion of public order and the conservation of public interests. 

While IT am advised that an additional force of 5,000 men 
would not be excessive yet, in my opinien, the prospective 
needs can be met by 2,500 additional troops to come from 
outside of this military division. As large a proportion of

ADDITIONAL TROOPS SENT. 

Over 2.500 additional troops have been ordered from 
various parts of the country to proceed immediately by 
rail to San Francisco and report to Major Gen, A. W. 
Greely, commanding the Pacific Division, for temporary 
duty. They are the 11th Infantry from Fort D. A. Russell, 
the 27th Infantry from Fort Sheridan, headquarters, band 
and ten companies of the 28th Infantry from Fort Snel- 


ling: the Ist Cavalry from Fort Clark and Sam Houston 
and two squadrons of the 11th Cavalry from Fort Des 
Moines, Iowa. 


The Military Secretary is advised by telegram of Aprii 
21 from the commanding general, Department of the Co- 
lumbia, that headquarters and ten companies, 14th Infan- 
try. and detachment Hospita! Corps (27 oflicers and 549 
enlisted oem left Vancouver Barracks. Wash., April 
20, for San Francisco, Cal., and the 17th and 18th Bat- 
teries, 9 ield Artillery (7 officers and 174 enlisted men), 
on April 20. 

When General Greely reached San Francisco early this 
week and assumed command of the Pacific Division one 
of his first recommendations was that 2,500 additional 
troops be sent to the destitute city without loss of time. 
Ilis telegram was received by the War Department on 
April 24. but no action was taken until the following day, 
when the following telegram was sent to General Greely 
by the Department : 

The Military Secretary’s Office, Washington, April 25. 
Commanding General, Pacific Division, San Francisco, Cal.: 

In view of more recent developments, Department desires that 
you consider over again your request of twenty-third instant for 
not less than twenty-five hundred additional troops. Wire mini- 
mum number of troops from outside your division that are ab- 
solutely essential to comply with reasonable requests of civil au- 
thorities of State and city. In assisting stricken people War 
Department is agreeable to any reasonable plans and requests of 
the properly constituted civil authorities, but return to normal 
conditions should be as rapid as practicable. There is no law 
for such use of the Army, and it is desired to avoid sending 
additional troops from elsewhere if possible. All available tent- 
age in possession of Army now in or on way to San Francisco. 
You would have to furnish supplies and shelter to any additional 
troops sent. They have no tents to bring with them. The War 
Department deems it not only desirable that all you do should 
be based on the desires of the civil authorities, but that you 
should, when practicable, procure = Tequests in writing.

Not only is 
the present force inadequate to fully guard the interests of the 
city, but they have been necessarily overworked in the past and 
are overtaxed to-day. Distances are simply enormous and con- 
ditions demanding military action can best be subserved by 
sending as large a foree of mounted men as is practicable. The 
spirit and conduct of the troops, officers and men has main- 
tained the high standing of American Army, and a continuance 
of physical stress and mental responsibility is not advisable in 
the present high tension of affairs.

Fort Mason, San Francisco, Cal., April 25, 1906. 
The Military Secretary, Washington, D.C.: 

My request of April 23 for 2,500 additional troops was made 
after the most careful consideration and is a minimum number 
of able requirements of civil authorities of State and city. As 
hefore stated, the nuinber is only one-half that I was strongly 
urged to request for. It is recognized -" at the present use of the 
Army in the unprecedentd disaster in California is beyond the 
strict letter of the law and extreme aha has been and will 
he exercised to avoid any complications, the division commander 
realizing the responsibility devolving upon him. The _ interests 
of the War Department have been scrupulously guarded by in- 
sisting on requests being reduced to writing. The municipal 
authorities are practically helpless, their conditions having been 
set forth in telegram this morning. It is not understood what 
are the recent developments which caused the department to con- 
sider the prospective conditions as favorable to a reduced mili- 
tary force. Every effort is made to keep in touch with affairs 
everywhere through trained inspectors. They report to-day con- 
ditions in the poorest district which are portentous of difficulty 
unless earefully handled by competent and experienced officers. 
Supplies and shelter are available for aeditional troops, who 
will be quartered largely in small detachments at well selected 
points. Should conditions render it impracticable to furnish 
entire number of additional troops requested, every effort will 
be made on the part of myself and the rest of the Army to 
faithfully and efficiently handle the situation. The utmost con- 
servatism consistent with efficient aid of the municipal authori- 
ties and the people has been the rule. Estimates from various 
sources place the destitute between 200,000 and a quarter of a 
million, which leaves me but one soldier to every hundred 
destitute people, and the additional force would give only two to

MESSAGE BY THE PRESIDENT. 

On April 25 President Roosevelt sent the 
message to Congress: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I herewith inclose communications from the Navy Department 
and the War Department in reference to communications from 
Mayor Schmitz, of San Francisco, and from other representatives 
of California. 

With a courage and self-reliance, of which we cannot as 
Americans be sufficiently proud, the people of San Francisco 
have already started in orderly and resolute fashion to rebuild 
the city. Immediate aid in this enterprise should be given by 
the Federal Government. 

One of the crying needs of the situation is employment for the 
scores of thousands of men who have lost everything. If the 
appropriation of $300,000 for the Mare Island Navy Yard be 
at once passed, over 2,000 men will immediately be put to work, 
for this appropriation will be expended only in employing labor. 
The appropriation is urgently needed as a means of con- 
tributing toward the re-establishment of affairs in San Francisco; 
it will also be of material use to the Navy. 

Furthermore, I recommend that the Congress act on the 
recommendations of the War Department and appropriate the 
money necessary to establish a building, as a general supply and 
storage depot for the supply departments of the Army and _ the 
transport service, on a part of the military reservation of Fort 
Mason. The project is set forth in Senate bill 4475 of the 
present session, 

I have requested the Treasury and Post-Office Departments 
to prepare their estimates for replacing or repairing other 
government buildings in San Francisco. These estimates will 
be ready in a short while and will then be laid before you.

GENERAL GREELY'S LATER DESPATCHES. 

The following telegrams were sent to the Military 
Secretary, Washington, by Major General Greely from 
Fort Mason, April 24 and 25: 

Colonel Pratt just returned from thorough inspection Santa- 
Rosa. There are no homeless persons unprovided for. Pro 
visions from outside sources leave no present need of rations. 
Santa Rosa is garrisoned by two companies of the California 
National Guard, and no additional troops are desired. Sani- 
tary conditions good, excellent order prevails, spirits of the peo- 
ple high although about one hundred were killed and as many 
more injured. The entire business part of the city is destroyed. 
Medical attendance is ample, but certain reedical supplies are 
necessary which I have ordered forwarded to-day. 


Had extended conference with Doctor Devine, General Agent 
Red Cross Society, during which general lines of co-operation 
by the Army and himself have been cordially outlined. In 
order to insure harmony and greatest efficiency this work will 
proceed under division supervision with Depot Quartermaster 
Devol and Depot Commissary Krauthoff in charge of duties 
pertaining to their special departments. Devine is co-ordinat- 
ing and concentrating relief work along lines that promise ef- 
ficiency and harmony. Under these conditions, and at request 
of Mayor Schmitz, the Army assumes duty of supply with food 
all destitutes within city limits. Health of city is remarkably 
good considering all conditions. Have found available quar- 
termasters among officers arriving, so that four regular quar- 
termasters named will not be needed. 


Judge Morrow, Dr. Devine, and the citizens committee had 
a long executive meeting in my office this morning in which 
General Funston participated. It was decided that the time 
is arrived to resume normal conditions in San Francisco, conse- 
quently orders have been issued protecting wholesale and re- 
tail dealers in their business, and stocks which will not be 
molested by either military or civil authorities. The citizens 
committee and the Mayor unanimously requested that the Army 
take over and supervise the issue of food to destitutes. Con- 
ditions of issue to be determined by citizens committee. This 
has been agreed to, to take effect Thursday noon. It will strain 
to the utmost the powers of the present military force, but the 
citizens committee find further personal attention to their system 
practically impossible. Judge Morrow and others present con- 
curred in the opinion that the Army should assume this duty, 
believing its action as judged from the past to be the most 
efficient method for the restoration of normal conditions in 
San Francisco. 


Three hundred thousand people are homeless and the entire 
business facilities of a city of a half million have been destroyed 
except those on one street of minor importance. Accommoda- 
tions for most urgent financial and other indispensable business 
institutions are being obtained only with the greatest difficulty. 
The entire body of those men are naturally devoting their ener- 
gies to restoring their own affairs, and even those who have 
applied themselves devotedly to relief and rescue work the past 
week are gradually withdrawing therefrom, stating correctly 
that domestic and business affairs demand their entire atten- 
tion. The Mayor and the police are so fully occupied operating 
without ordinary accommodations that even the ordinary cur- 
rent duties, such as pertain to the coroner's office and vital 
statisties are largely neglected for lack of force and office ac- 
commodations; under such conditions a registration bureau is 
impossible. The newspapers have taken up the matter, as far 
as possible, with their own limited accommodation, and it is 
understood that a kind of registration bureau has been opened 
in Oakland. Can only suggest that interested parties telegraph 
the Examiner, the Call and Chronicle who, at present, are best 
informed as to the location of prominent individuals. To ap- 
preciate this situation it is to be borne in mind that San Fran- 
ciseo covers twenty-five square miles, and that all street lines 
and usual methods of local transportation are still unavailable 
and inoperative. There is no telegraph system within the city 
except that constructed by the Signal Corps nor does any tele- 
phone service exist beyond the military system connecting these 
headquarters with the Mint, Post- Office, various district head- 


quarters and other points of great public importance. Even the 
present military systems are being continually broken by 
parties engaged in repair and rescue operations. Under these 


conditions no part of the city can be reached save by a mes- 
senger on foot, which entails hours, or by automobiles, of 
which there are few. I have gone fully into the situation to 
prevent misapprehension, and to enable the War Department to 
disclose the situation to the public. It should be added that 
the names of dead have already been furnished the Department, 
and if desired the names of every injured person in hospital 
will be similarly transmitted. To relieve publtte apprehension, 
it should be clearly understood that beyond isolated cases, al- 
ready reported, there are no deaths or serious injuries of guests 
of any well known hotel in San Francisco. It should be also 
understood that there is no demand for nurses or doctors. The 
medical, civil and military, will be able to handle the entire 
situation unless unexpectedly adverse conditions arise. The 
Hospital Corps force sent here will be utilized more for sani- 
tary purposes and preventive measures than for the cure of any 
great body of sick of which none exist.

If bad roads, bad weather or other conditions require it, 
this schedule will be modified, Rations, except fresh meat 
and vegetables, will be requested from posts. Fuel and 
fresh meat and vegetables will be purchased en route. 
Forage will be either purchased en route or obtained from 
posts, depending upon which is found to be cheaper. 

Information will be secured by inquiry beforehand as 
to where and from whom supplies can be most econom- 
ically obtained along the route of march, and due notice 
will be given to all interested parties as to the amount 
required, time and place of delivery. 

In crossing the Red Desert—Green River to the North 
Platte—arrangements will be made. when necessary, to 
obtain suitable water for men and animals from the Union 
Pacific Railroad. ;

RECENT DEATHS. 

Lieut. Col. Barrington K. West, Deputy Commissary 
General of the Department of the Colorado, died April 
24 at his home in Denver, Colo., after an illness of four 
days from pnenmonia, He contracted a cold while play- 
ing golf. A widow and three children survive. He was 
born in Kentucky in 1856, and was a graduate of West 
Point. class of 1882, and was commissioned second lieu- 
tenant in the 6th Cavalry.

Tle served among other duties as 
acting commissary at West Point, and assistant professor 
of history and assistant professor of law, U.S.M.A.. 1894- 
1897. During the war with Spain he was appointed ma- 
jor and conimissary of Volunteers and was in charge of 
the Subsistence Depot at New Orleans. He was appoint- 
ed captain and commissary, U.S.A., in February. 1898, 
and reached the grade of lieutenant colonel, Oct. 13, 1905. 

Mrs. Martha J. Prather. mother-in-law of Rear Ad- 
niral George W, Baird, U.S.N., died at Washington, D. 
C., April 13. 

Col. J. Regan. 9th U.S. Inf., in a general order dated 
Manila, March 15, 1906, in referring to the death of Capt.

He served 
in the campaigns of the Army of the Potomac, was brevet- 
ed a major general, and received the Congressional medal 
for bravery. He was president of the National Soldiers*

institution since 1870. He was born in Laprairie County. 
Quebec, Can., on March 21, 1838. Tle was graduated 
from St. John's College, Ferdham, N.Y., in 1855. He 
got his Master’s degree in 1857 and his Alma Mater con- 
ferred the degree of Doctor of Laws upon him in 1866. 
The legal career of General MeMahon began in this city 
in 1866, when he was appointed corporation counsel. 
Among other public positions he held was that of United 
States Minister to Paraguay. He was elected to the As- 
sembly in 1890, and the following year became State Sen- 
ator, serving until 1895. General MeMahon had served 
on the General Sessions bench sinee 1896. Tle was a 
member of the Catholic. Manhattan, Army and Navy and 
Democratic Clubs, the Dunlap Society, the Liederkranz, 
the Military Order of the Loyal Legion, the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. and the Society of the Army of the Po- 
tomac. The funeral took place April 24. The body was 
taken to St. Francis Navier’s church and a requiem high 
mass was sung. After the services the remains were sent 
to Washington for interment in Arlington Cemetery. The - 
pallbearers were: Major Gens.

Col. Merritt Barber, U.S.A.. retired, died at Water- 


vliet, N.Y... April 19, 1906, Coronel Barber was born in 
Vermont July 31, 1838, and served as a private in Co. FE, 
and as first lieutenant and captain in the 10th Verment 
Infantry from June 2, 1862, to May 18, 1865, when he 
accepted an appointment as assistant adjutant general of 
volunteers, with the rank of captain, being honorably mus- 
tered out Sept. 19, 1865. Tle was appointed brigadier 
general of volunteers April 26, 1901, and honorably dis- 
charged June 30, 1901. Colonel Barber was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the 16th Infantry Feb. 23, 1866: 
was promoted first lieutenant with the same date of rank, 
and subsequently transferrea to the 34th Infantry: was 
later transferred back to the 16th Infantry, in which he 
reached the grade of captain March 4, 1879: was appoint- 
ed major and assistant adjutant general June 29, 1882, 
reaching the grade of colonel Noy. 15, 1896, He was re- 
tired at his own request after over thirty years’ service 
on June 30, 1901. Colonel Barber was breveted captain 
March 2, 1867, for gallant and meritorious services in 
the battle of the Wilderness, and major, for gallant and 
meritorious services in the battle of Cedar Creek, Va.:

Dec. 25, ISG6S, and for gallant services in action against 
Indians at Big Dry Wash. Ariz... Tuly 17, 1882. He took 
part in the combat of Valverde Feb. 21, 1862: action of 
Peralta, April 15. 1862: in operations before Richmond, 
July to August. 1864: action of Pursells Mill, Aug. 21, 
ISG4: skirmish of New Market Heights, Sept. 28, 1864, 
and action on Darbytown Road, Oct. 7, 1864: battles of 
Five Forks and Appomattox in April, 1865. On the plains 
he fought against Comanche Indians. near Wichita 
Mountains, Dec. 25, IS6S: took part in the Big Torn 
and Yellowstone expedition, and Indian fights on Tongue 
River, Rosebud Creek, Mont.. and at Slim Buttes. Dak., 
in S76: Tadian fight near Fort Robinson, Neb., Jan. 20, 
IST. and at Big Dry Fork, Ariz... in 1SS82.

of Infantry, the sentence is approved. The exigencies of the 
Service render it impracticable to execute the confinement, which 
is remitted.

He was found not guilty of Charge I. and not guilty of 
Charge II. In reaching this finding the court desires to ex- 
press its conviction that due to the incidents of the Service, the 
sanity of the accused has been and yet remains so impaired as 
to render him incapable of forming criminal intent. The court 
accordingly acquitted the accused. 

General Wint in reviewing the proceedings said: ‘In the 
foregoing case of 1st Lieut. William E. Mould, 18th U.S. Inf., 
the court, as. indicated in its findings, accepted the defense of 
insanity, and having been instrucfed by endorsement from these 
headquarters as to the legal test for such defense an acquittal 
thereupon in effect declares that at the time of the offenses, viz: 
in February, 1906, the accused did not know that the acts in 
question were unlawful and then and there lacked the mental 

capacity to distinguish, right from wrong. The burden of 
proof to establish this Condition rested upon the defense, and 
while the record discloses the fact that the accused in 1901-2 
was under treatment at the Government Hospital for the Insane 
for “Melancholia” was discharged after six months “improved,” 
and at various times since has acted strangely and has evinced 
a certain irresponsibility in money affairs, it is not shown as is 
required for such defense that a legal irresponsibility did in 
fact exist at the time of committing the acts charged, or that 
the former insanity was habitual or the cause producing it still 
continued to exist. On the other hand, it is shown that ac- 
cused has been on practically continuous duty since 1902, en- 
gaged on various assignments, also company duties, and recently 
as judge advocate of a general court-martial and in official 
work on translations, all requiring the exercise of judgment and 
mental responsibility. It is remarked that the issue here is at 
best, but indifferently supported, with little evidence on the perti- 
nent points and entirely unaided by expert testimony, leaving the 
legal presumption of sanity on the whole unshaken, the court’s 
conclusion to the contrary being attributed to its utter failure

The General Staff of the Army now has under consid- 
eration the tactical use of the machine gun in the United 
States Army. This is a matter which the War Depart- 
ment officials regard as of the most serious and pressing 
importance and the Ordnance Department is already pre- 
paring to manufacture for the Army, with the consent 
and approval of Congress. a total of over nine hundred 
The intention is to have every battalion 
of Infantry and every squadron of Cavalry equipped with 
a machine gun. The Appropriation bill 
now pending before Congress carries an appropriation of 
$33,000 to begin this work of manufacturing machine

‘The question of whether General Girard, retired, could 
be assigned to duty in charge of sanitary conditions over

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LESSONS FROM SAN FRANCISCO. 


Now that the terror and confusion which followed in 
the wake of the titanic calamity at San Francisco have 
largely passed away, and civie order has take the plac: 
of conditions which bore the menace of anarchy, the fray- 
records of the tragedy present manifest lessons 
which true Americans may contemplate with unaffected 
pride and gratitude. Our country has never experience 
a disaster equal to that which has devastated the me- 
tropolis of the Pacific coast. It has no parallel, either 
in the volume of property losses or in the number ani 
impoverishment of its victims. Yet almost instantly, and 
by intuition, the American people grasped its magnitude 
and meaning, and their response to its requirements must 
be recognized as a beautiful demonstration of the units 
and strength of our civilization. The spectacle of man) 
groups of the followers of differing creeds worshiping at 
common shrines amid the ruins of the stricken city has 
its counterpart in the larger spectacle of a nation drawn 
together by a common sorrow and bringing from all sec 
tions, creeds and callings their opulent gifts for those 
upon whom the hand of misfortune has so heavily fallen. 
The destruction of San Francisco is a national calamity, 
and the conclusive recognition of that fact appears in the 
distinctly national character of the measures and meth- 
ods employed to care for its victims and repair their 
losses. So long, therefore, as such visitations are accept- 
ed as common misfortunes which affect all communities 
and require their concerted action in the unselfish tasks 
of rescue and relief, the noisy clamor over fanciful perils 
of sectionalism, monopoly and class distinction will 
frighten none but the unthinking. 

One of the impressive lessons of the great calamity is 
that it has given the people at large a new and emphatic 
reminder of the value of our military services as con- 
servators of publie interests in time of peace. What 
might have happened in San Francisco had not the mili- 
tary authorities been promptly on hand and ready to act, 
nobody can tell. But in any city the destruction of so 
large an area of property. the complete paralysis of busi- 
the desperate distress of more than 200,000 people 
suddenly made homeless and the lawless element always 
present in large communities—these conditions, unless 
dealt with promptly and resolutely, must lead inevitably 
to anarchy and pillage. That was the situation that con- 
fronted San Francisco and, while the local police appear 
to have done their utmost to protect life and property and 
maintain order, it was immediately seen that they could 
not do so unaided. The municipal authorities turned in- 
stinctively to the Army, and the Army came to the front. 
There was an immediate steadying of conditions. The 
of the regular troops was the visible token 
of an authority which must be respected. Order took 
the place of confusion, property was placed under guard. 
looting was punished so effectively that it ceased, extor- 
tion was forbidden, idlers were excluded from districts 
where they were a bother, food and shelter were provided 
for the hungry and roofless. medicine and treatment for 
the injured, and the able-hodied were set to work on pro- 
jects of sanitation for the protection of health. 

All this complex and difficult work was completed in the 
matter-of-fact way peculiar to the Army, as if the 
iroops had been organized and trained for such labor exclu- 
sively, and the wondering populace saw more clearly than 
before that the Army, while it is a fighting Army in time of 
war, is an Army of builders and protectors in time of 
peace. General Funston, whose resourcefulness, alert intel 
ligence and high administrative skill have been newly dem- 
onstrated in his masterly control of the situation at San 
Francisco, would probably disclaim any special praise for 
what he has done. He would probably say that he did 
only what any commanding officer should do under sim- 
ilar circumstances. That is true. That is the important 
and splendid fact of the whole situation, Ours is a work- 
ing Army. Its officers are by training, character, experi-

and method specially qualified to deal with great 
public emergencies, and besides all that they are as sym- 
pathetic, generous and quick to respond to the ery of dis- 
tress as any equal number of persons to be found among 
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the whole body of American citizens. These qualities 
have been strikingly displayed by General Funston and 
his brother officers in dealing with affairs in San Francis- 
co, and to them and the men serving under them the coun- 
try is indebted for a demonstration of military fidelity, 
zeal and public usefulness in time of peace which entitles 
the Army to a still larger place in the confidence and af- 
fection of the people. 

Another lesson presented by the work of the military 
authorities in the last two weeks is that the organization 
ond administration of the Army are in a state of effi- 
ciency unsurpassed in their history. Within forty-eight 
hours after the destruction of &an Francisco the Subsist- 
ence Department had more than 1,000,000 rations on the 
way to the ruined city. The Quartermaster’s Department 
shipped thousands of tents with equal promptness and 
‘he Medical Department instituted measures which speed- 
ily assembled within easy reach of the sufferers enough 
medical supplies and attendants to care for 200,000 pa- 
tients for three months. These facts show that the greai 
supply departments of the Army are in a condition of 
thorough preparedness and that the present and proposed 
nactments for their improvement are supported by every 
consideration of sound public policy. The whole work 
as shown also that in the General Staff the President 
and the Secretary of War have an invaluable agency for 
-o-ordinating the various arms of the military service 
ind bringing them into prompt and harmonious co-opera- 
‘ion in sudden emergencies, whether of peace or war. The 
machinery of the Service has never been brought into con- 
erted and effective action more speedily or with less 
friction or confusion than in responding to the needs of 
the far-reaching disaster on the Pacifie coast. Under the 
direction of the Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff 
the whole mechanism has moved with the ease and ac- 
curacy of clock-work. 

In the trying tasks of the hour the Navy and the Ma- 
riue Corps have displayed to the full measure their ac- 
customed promptness, devotion and efficiency, blue-jacket, 
marine and soldier working hand in hand in the common 
cause of humanity. Rear Admiral Goodrich, command- 
ing the Pacific Squadron, and Rear Admiral McCalla, 
commanding the Mare Island Navy Yard, rushed supplies 
and help to the scene of the disaster with all possible ce- 
levity, and their forces performed magnificent work in 
protecting property and relieving the suffering. The la- 
bors of the Army and Navy in behalf of the people of San 
Irancisco afford another illustration of the ease and thor- 
oughness with which the two: services can co-operate in 
time of public peril, and therein is disclosed the inherent 
strength and spirit of our national defenses, 

The supreme lesson of the whole tragedy, however, is 
that the American people do not distrust, but on the con- 
trary trust and admire and depend upon, military author- 
ity, when it is justly and properly exercised, as it al- 
ways is in the United States, The Army is drawn di- 
rectly from the people, and they can make or unmake it. 
They have never had cause to distrust or doubt it, but 
they have had a thousand and one reasons both in war 
and peace, to be grateful to it, to seek its protection, to 
invoke its assistance and seek its influence in support of 
liberty and law. It has never betrayed a trust. It has 
never usurped the rights of any citizen. It has never 
proved recreant to its duty. For what it has done in San 
Francisco it asks no special thanks and expects none— 
the work was a mere matter of business, and the Army is 
always ready for business. But if, through the service 
whieh it has rendered in behalf of the lost city of the 
Golden Gate, the American people shall acquire a clearer 
conception of the character, purpose and condition of the 
Army and come to understand that it deserves a larger 
measure of consideration and respect at their hands, the 
Army, we venture to say, will feel amply repaid, 

In the extracts from the newspaper accounts of the 
affair which appeared in the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL 
last week some hint was given as to how the Regulars 
met the emergency, and a larger view of their work is 
given in the reports which have followed, 

“It didn't seem more than an hour after the first great 
shock,” says an observer, “but I think it was about two 
hours, when, as we stood on Market street, we saw com- 
ing along a whole lot of soldiers. They were the Regulars 
coming from the Presidio. It was the greatest sight I 
have ever seen. They came along as though they were 
going into battle, the officers ahead and the lines of 
marching men walking over great fissures in the earth 
and. débris of all kinds. Every time the column reached 
the ruins of a bank building there would be a short halt, 
and then a squad of men would separate from the rest and 
take their places around the building. Down the street 
they came, while we stood on the side and cheered them.” 

A graphic picture of the situation facing the troops is 
presented in the following passage from a despatch in the 
New York Sun: “Thank God for these soldiers! They 
have been the steadfast hope of the people and they have 
policed like heroes and ruled like fathers. In the central 
part of the city they have checked the outrageous famine 
prices to starving people. When lines formed before the 
stores whose supplies had not been commandeered, in one 
of these, the first man was charged 75 cents for a loaf of 
bread. The corporal in charge at that point brought his 
gun down with a slam. ‘Bread is 10 cents a loaf in this 
shop,’ he said: 

“It went. The soldier fixed the schedule of prices a 
little higher than in ordinary times, and to make up for 
that he forced the storekeefier to give free food to several 
hungry people in line who had no money to pay. In sev- 
eral other places the soldiers used the same brand of 








horse sense: The soldiers are taking the cue from Gen- 
eral Funston. It is said that he has not slept. He is the 
real ruler of San Francisco now and is doing the best’ job 
he can. Yesterday all the military tents available were 
set up in the Presidio and the troops were turned out of 
the barracks to bivouac on the ground. In these shelter 
tents they are placing first, the sick; second, the more 
delicate of the women, and third, the nursing mothers.” 

General Funston reports that the men of his command 
are physically exhausted. His headquarters are at Fort 
Mason, which was saved by some desperate work on the 
part of the soldiers, aided by a body of sailors from the 
warship Chicago. 

Thanks to the prompt work of the supply departments 
of the Army there is no danger either of famine or epi- 
demic in the stricken city. There is an abundance of 
food, the water supply has been restored, medical sup- 
plies to provide for 200,000 persons for three months are 
at hand and officers of the Medical Corps are vigorously 
prosecuting sanitary measures and health regulations. 
The Medical Corps at the Presidio, with the thoughtful- 
ness and foresight which have marked the work of the 
Army all through, systematically appropriated the stocks 
of drug stores as they were threatened by the flames, and 
the medical supply department at the Presidio is well 
stocked. 

The £ val Corps of the Army has established tele- 
phone service among the various relief bureaus and mili- 
tary headquarters., The Medical Corps has established a 
General Hospital in Golden Gate Park and a hospital 
for contagious diseases at Harbor View near the Presidio. 
The city has been divided into three sanitary districts, 
and three troops of the 14th Cavalry have been detailed 
for sanitary police work.

When Rear Admiral F, W. Dickins, U.S.N., hauled 
down his flag on the U.S.S. Texas at Charleston, S.C., 
on April 21, in response to orders detaching him from 
command of the Coast Squadron of the North Atlantic 
Fleet, and directing his return home, the call to quarters 
brought every officer and marine on the main deck. The 
band was placed in the center, with officers on the star- 
board and sailors and marines on the port side. At 
the close of the ceremony the German artillery ashore, 
under Capt. F. W. Wagener, stationed on the wharves, 
fired an admiral’s salute, and this compliment was recog- 
nized and accepted by the ship’s replying with a second 
round of guns. The ship’s band was playing “Home, 
Sweet Home,” “America” and “Auld Lang Syne” when 
the Admiral stepped over the side to enter his barge for 
the shore. He was in citizen's dress now and with him 
was Mrs, Dickins, who had been an interested spectator 
on board. She carried the Admiral’s flag and the move- 
ment toward the small boat was the signal for a most 
unusual demonstration which showed the affection and 
esteem in which the Admiral was held. ‘Three times 
three” were given for Admiral Dickins and then they 
were given again and again as the barge moved away 
from the side of the Texas, being rowed by twelve of his 
officers. The officers at the oars were as follows: Lieut. 
Commander Plunkett, Lieutenant Boyd, Lieutenant Hal- 
ford, U.S.M.C.; Surgeon Lowndes, Ensign Bean, Ensign 
Vernou, Ensign Brooks, Midshipmen Brooks and Bar- 
nette, Aiken and Goldman, and P.A. Surgeon Brown. 
As this distinguished boatload neared the pier of the 
Carolina Yacht Club a salute of thirteen guns was fired 
from the club house piazza and gracefully acknowledged 
by the Admiral. The entire ceremony was marked with 
the greatest evidence of appreciation and there could be 
no question as to the popularity of the officer who had 
commanded the coast defense squadron. On the day 
previous there was a little surprise for Admiral Dickins 
on board the Texas, which further demonstrated the high 
esteem in which he is held by Navy men and citizens as 
well. The Mayor and aldermen visited the Texas and 
were received on board with the most gracious courtesy 
by Admiral Dickins, Captain Bicknell and other officers 
of the squadron. Mayor Rhett had brought to the center 
of the main deck a box, and opening the same produced 
a very handsome tea service, consisting of five pieces of 
heavy silver. The pieces were a coffee pot, tea pot. 
sugar, cream and slop bowl, and a heavy mahogany 
waiter, with a pierced silver border. On one side of the 
bowl appeared the initials in monogram, and on the other 
the following inscription: ‘‘Presented by the City of 
Charleston, 8.C., 1906." The Mayor made the presenta- 
tion speech, to which Admiral Dickins suitably responded. 
The Charleston papers pay the Admiral and his former 
squadron a high tribute editorially. 
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The report of the court of inquiry which investigated 
the accident in the forward turret of the battleship 
Kearsarge at Manzanillo Bay on April 13 has reached 
the Navy Department and is now in the hands of the 
Secretary of the Navy. The recommendations of the 
court as to further action in the matter have not been 
given to the public. The court in its investigation found 
that the cause of the catastrophe was the accidental con- 
tact of a shell-extracting tong with an exposed electric 
switeh. The tong connected the two points of the switch, 
causing a short cireuit which fused the metal ‘of the 
switch. The molten brass dropped down upon a sack 
containing a section of powder which had just been taken 
from the 13-inch gun. The powder was afire immediately 
and three sections of the charge were burned. Great 
heroism was displayed on the part of several officers 
and men, especially by Lieutenant Hudgins. There now 
seems to be no doubt that a regulation will soon. be 


made by the Department prohibiting the presence of 
more than a certain number of men in a turret after 
firing has ceased. It is desired that only enough men 
to unload the gun and clean up’ the turret be held on 
duty. There were doubtless a number of men in the 
turret of the Kearsarge whose presence was not neces- 
sary to the unloading of the gm and the other duties 
which had to be performed. Some of these lost their 
lives or were badly injured. The full list of injured on 
the Kearsarge has never been given to the public. Nine 
men have died as a result of the accident. The death 
of William King, ordinary seaman, was reported to the 
Navy Department this week. His home is at Appleton, 
Mo. There were perhaps half a dozen more injured, but 
at their own request the Navy Department withheld 
the names. The men did not want their families and 
friends to be worried. The sad accident did not affect the 
morale of the men on the ship, and when Rear Admiral 
R. D. Evans, commanding the Atlantic Fleet, tele- 
graphed from Caimanera that “Kearsarge record after 
turret accident excellent,” the officials of the Navy De- 
partment were greatly pleased. It would be quite natural 
if the men in the turret had been exceedingly nervous 
and unable to do efficient work with their guns, but the 
reverse was apparently the case. The MKearsarge did 
not proceed with her target practice immediately after 
the accident, but waited until the wounded were in such 
condition that they could either be moved or could stand 
the movement of the vessel. 
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The War Department this week took action on the for- 
mal complaint made by Col. Joseph F. Huston, 19th Inf., 
that during the temporary absence last summer of Brig. 
Gen. James A. Buchanan from his command of the De- 
partment of Mindanao, he, Colonel Huston, although the 
senior officer left in the Department, was not placed in 
temporary command. The following is the decision of the 
War Department on Colonel Huston’s complaint: ‘The 
facts presented in this case are that Brig. Gen. James A. 
Buchanan, pursuant to telegraphic instructions from the 
division commander, relinquished the temporary command 
of the Department of Mindanao to the permanent depart- 
ment commander, Major General Wood, who, the order 
announced, by authority of division headquarters, would 
exercise the command of the Department during his ab- 
sence from the territorial limits. Col. Joseph F. Huston, 
19th Inf., who presumably was the senior line officer 
present in the Department, considered that he was dis- 
credited by this action and telegraphed direct to the Mili- 
tary Secretary of the Army demanding a court of inquiry. 
HIe later supplemented this telegram by a letter, sent 
properly through military channels, requesting a decision 
from the Honorable Secretary of War regarding Para- 
graph 193 of the Army Regulations, as to whether the 
commanding officer of a division is authorized to discredit 
the senior line officer on duty in a Department by not al- 
lowing him to exercise command of the Department when 
the permanent commander is absent, and when he does so 
if the senior officer, ete., is not entitled to a court of in- 
quiry for a full investigation of the reason of the division 
commander for depriving him of such right. Paragraph 
198 of the Army Regulations provides for the devolution 
under certain circumstances of the command of a Depart- 
ment on ‘the senior line officer present’ unless otherwise 
ordered. In the case before us the command did not de- 
volve upon the senior line officer present because it was 
otherwise ordered. ‘The order emanated from proper au- 
thority, was lawful, and is not subject to question or crit- 
icism by a subordinate. Full discretion, within the lim- 
its imposed by law, as to details to subordinate commands 
is inseparable from the responsibility which attaches to 
superior command. No officer is ‘entitled’ to a court of 
inquiry. The 115th Article of War plainly by its terms 
leaves the discretion of ordering the court to those having 
authority to do so.” 
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The great fortifications at the entrance to the Golden 
Gate were seriously injured by the earthquake. The full 
extent of the injury sustained by the great works is as 
yet unknown, for nothing but a survey by the Engineering 
Corps can disclose the full extent of the damage. At 
Lime Point the emplacements of the big guns have been 
cracked and twisted. The heavy concrete, both on the 
floor and in the walls of the emplacements, bear unmis- 
takable evidence of having been given a bad shaking. 
Conditions are said to be equally bad at the fortifications 
back of Old Fort Point. As it is now, the great thirteen- 
inch guns on both sides of the Gate, constituting the main 
defense, are practically useless. They weigh many tons 
each, but their adjustment upon their carriage is as deli- 
cate as that of a watch. The earthquake destroyed this, 
and though the damage can be repaired, it will take con- 
siderable time and much labor. The Lime Point batter- 
ies stand out on an immense bluff towering hundreds of 
feet above the bay. The shock here was exceedingly heavy 
and is believed to have injured the fortifications at this 
point more than elsewhere. 
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In a despatch dated Fort Mason, April 27, General 
Greely reports that fully 250,000 people are being fed at 
San Francisco, Devol handling transportation and Kraut- 
hoff distribution. Out of 8,000 soldiers and sailors on 
duty only twenty are sick, and there is no fear of unusual 
disease. Geyeral Greely has control of general policing, 
sanitation and distribution of supplies, while General 
Funston handles the troops. Camping facilities are am- 
ple and it is hoped that the Red Cross will soon relieve 
the Army of unmilitary duties. 
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THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 

Speaker Cannon is quoted by the New York Tribune as 
saying that Congress will adjourn “anywhere from the 
middle of June to the last of August.’”’ From the pres- 
ent outlook the Speaker would not be at all surprised 
if the date of adjournment proves to be nearer the August 
than the June guess. “I don’t see how it will be possible 
for us to get away much before July 1, said the Speaker. 
“Even supposing that the Senate reached a vote on the 
railroad rate matter by May 1, which is unlikely, there 
would be still six weeks of good, solid work to be put 
in. There are the great appropriation bills, the Statehood 
bill, the Denatured Alcohol bill, and a whole lot of other 
measures that are still to be threshed out, and all of 
them take up time. When those fellows over in the 
Senate get through talking it’ll be long after the Fourth 
of July or I miss my bet.” 

The Senate and House have passed S.R. 7. authorizing 
the Secretary of the Navy to present the bell of the late 
U.S. sloop of war Germantown to the Site and Relic 
Society of Germantown, Pa. Also H.R. 18334, appro- 
priating $4,000 to supply a deficiency in the appropria- 
tion for “bringing home the remains of officers and 
men, Navy and Marine Corps, who die abroad,’’ on ac- 
count of the fiscal vear 1906. 

The Senate on April 23 passed S. 2355, to reorganize 
the corps of dental surgeons attached to the Medical 
Department of the Army. We gave the substance of 
the bill in our issue of Dec, 30, page 502. It was passed 
by the Senate on Feb. 5, but on motion of Mr. Hale, the 
vote was reconsidered and the bill was allowed to lie 
over. Mr. Pettus, who introduced it, has since been en- 
deavoring to have it taken up, and complained, during 
the debate on April 23, that he had not been fairly treated 
in having it put aside. It is a War Department bill, he 
said, and “simply confers official rank on the class of 
learned men who are now employed as dentists in the 
Army, and gives them very limited rank, the highest being 
that of major. Bills on this line have been approved by 
every surgeon general for the last eight years, and this 
bill is approved by the present surgeon general.” In 
reply. Mr. Hale said that while he was not hopeful of 
defeating the bill, he did not approve of it. “I had a little 
experience.” he said, “in the early part of this session in 
trying to stop another bill referring to the medical branch 
of the Army, and I got no votes. I was good-natured 
about it and took my discipline and medicine, as I shall 
now. I ran up against not only the committee, but 
against the whole medical profession in the United States. 
The doctors properly enough took an interest in the 
matter and wrote to their Representatives and Senators. 
I was beaten, and badly beaten. Since then—it is not the 
fault of the Senator from Alabama—on this matter the 
dentists have been getting in their work, and I have let- 
ters, as other Senators have, from members of the pro- 
fession in my State, men whom I regard very highly, 
imploring me to vote for the bill. That I cannot do, 
hecause it is an innovation. I have just received a 
despatch from the surgeon general of the Navy, who says 
there is no dental corps in the army or navy of Great 
Britain, France, or Germany. It is. as I said about the 
other bill, a movement to increase the Army. I do not 
think this a good time to increase the Army. I said 
so then, but that was unavailing, as I realize that all 
I could do now would be unavailing. Some day the coun- 
try will see, and the other House will see that this is 
not a good time to increase the military establishment 
of the United States by bills providing for military rank 
which does not exist in other nations. I do not think that 
time has come now.” As finally passed, the bill was 
amended to provide that of the board of three examiners 
to conduct the professional examinations prescribed, one 
shall be a surgeon in the Army, and two shall be selected 
by the surgeon general from the contract dental surgeons 
eligible under the act to appointment to the dental 
corps. 

The Senate on April 24 passed S, 5648, to provide an 
additional Army chaplain, for the corps of Engineers, 
amended to read: “Be it enacted, ete., That Section 12 
of the Act approved Feb. 2, 1901, ‘An act to increase the 
efficiency of the permanent military establishment of the 
United States.” is hereby amended by inserting, after the 
word ‘artillery,’ wherever the same occurs in said section, 
the words ‘and one for the Corps of Engineers’.” 

The Senate on April 24 passed H.R. 18025, which post- 
pones to April 11, 1909, the operation of the coastwise 
laws between the Philippine Islands and the United 
States. 

The Senate has passed S. 5683, appropriating $250,000 
io construct a steam vessel specially adapted to service 
at sea in bad weather, for the purpose of blowing up 
or otherwise destroying or towing into port wrecks, 
derelicts, and other floating dangers to navigation, the 
vessel to be operated and maintained by the Revenue 
Cutter Service. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs have repori- 
ed with amendment 8S. 4089, to place Sergt. David Robert- 
son, Ist Class. Hospital Corps, en the retired list of the 
Army. 

Mr. Gallinger has submitted to the Senate an amend- 
ment providing that the pay and allowances for civil 
engineers and assistant civil engineers shall be the same 
as are and may be provided by or in pursuance of law 
for naval constructors and assistant naval constructors, 
and also that the Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
TDecks shall be selected from the members of the Corps 
of Civil Engineers of the Navy having not less than 
seven years of active service, intended to be proposed 
by him to the naval appropriation bill. 





“The Elimination Bill, as introduced in the House 
and Senate, or any measure of a like sort, has not the 
remotest chance of being passed by the House during 
the present session.” This statement was made this 
week to our correspondent by Chairman Hull of the 
Tlouse Committee on Naval Affairs. Mr. Hull did not 
seem inclined to think that this bill would even receive 
any attention from his committee during the present 
session of Congress, but he did think that the bill for 
the reorganization of the Artillery might be taken up 
and possibly be passed by Congress in some form. He 
said that he had not yet changed his mind with regard 
to the matter of the separation of the Field from the 
Coast Artillery, as provided for by the bill prepared by 
the War Department and introduced in Congress, to 
which he is still opposed. Mr. Hull said, however, that 
the vounger officers of the Artillery Corps seemed to feel 
very confident that they could convert him to this propo- 
sition, and he was perfectly willing to give them a chance. 
Hearings on the Artillery bill will be given by the House 
Committee, and as Mr. Hull himself sees thoroughly 
the necessity for making the increase in the Artillery 
provided for by the bill, it is most probable that of the 
important bills submitted by the War Department at 


this session the Artillery bill will be passed by Congress 
in some form. 

At the New York Navy Yard there is a large amount 
of pipe and other articles of copper and other valuable 
metals, which, for lack of room, are piled in the open. 
When the urgent need of a building for storing this 
material was presented to the Navy Department in Octo- 
ber it took no action because it had included in its 
estimates to Congress one for the construction of a 
coppersmith shop for the Bureau of Steam Engineering, 
to cost about $100,000, a portion of which it was intended 
to devote to storage. It appears that in the naval bill 
this estimate has not been included, and the Navy De- 
partment has suggested that if it is not the intention to 
authorize a coppersmith shop, an estimate be included 
for a building for the housing and safe custody of the 
materials in question. Such a building can be provided 
at a cost of about $20,000. 

An estimate of $50,000 deficiency in the appropriation, 
“Mileage to officers and contract surgeons,” for the 
current fiscal year, has been submitted to Congress by 
the Secretary of War. In the Army appropriation act for 
the year ending June 30, 1906, $400,000 was appropriated 
for mileage, and an additional $50,000 was given in the 
urgent deficiency act. Payments of mileage during the 
current fiscal year approximate $330,000 up to March 31. 
This leaves $120,000 for the remainder of the year. There 
will be available on July 1, $10,000 of the appropriation, 
provided the present rate of disbursements is not exceeded. 
The sum of $41,878.31, chargeable to mileage of the fiscal 
year, was disbursed after July 1, 1905, and it is estimated 
that an equal sum will be required after June 30 of this 
year. This includes the travel of the West Point grad- 
uating classes in joining their regiments from the acad- 
emy, and the mileage for this year’s class will probably ex- 
ceed $10, 

Secretary Bonaparte, in a letter to the House Naval 
Committee, suggests the repeal of the section of the Act 
of March 3, 1898, which provides, “That after June 30, 
1899, commissioned officers of the line of the Navy and 
of the Medical and Pay Corps shall receive the same 
pay and allowances, except forage, as are or may be 
provided by or in pursuance of law for the officers of 
corresponding rank in the Army: Provided, That such 
officers when on shore shall receive the allowances, but 
fifteen per centum less pay than when on sea duty.” 
This is thought necessary in order to correct the inequities 
resulting from this provision of law as applied to officers 
of the Army, of the Navy, and.of the Marine Corps 
serving upon like duty on shore. The matter was called 
to attention by a letter from Comdr. Vincendon L. Cott- 
man, U.S.N., at the Puget Sound Navy Yard. It appears 
that owing to vagaries of the Navy pay table, he was 
performing the duties of captain of the yard, head of 
the departments of vards and docks and equipment, and 
inspector of ordnance at this navy yard, and getting 
fifteen per cent. less pay than the lieutenant colonels at 
the various Army posts thereabouts—Forts Casey, Wor- 
den, and Flagler; also fifteen per cent. less pay than the 
commander commanding the receiving ship Philadelphia 
at the yard, who is of the same rank but his junior. Capt. 
W. T. Burwell, U.S.N., commandant of the yard, in an 
indorsement. notes that this also applies to the com- 
mandant of a station of the rank of captain who re- 
ceives less in money, as stated, and has also to pay for 
light, heat and water. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom was 
referred the bill, H.R. 17663, to extend the provisions 
of the Act of March 3, 1901, to officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps advanced at any time under the provisions 
of Sections 1506 and 1605 for eminent and conspicuous 
eonduct in battle. report with the recommendation that 
it pass. The bill has the approval of the Navy Depart- 
ment. In recognition of “eminent and conspicuous con- 
duct in battle or extraordinary heroism’? during the 
Spanish War, a number of officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps were advanced upon the Navy list. Such 
advancement incidentally worked hardship upon the offi- 
cers who, while perhaps equally patriotic and com- 
petent, had no opportunity to achieve especial distinction. 
and found themselves in lower relative places on the naval 
list than they would have occupied if the war had not 
occurred. Such promotions for gallantry were there- 
fore at the expense not of the Government. but of officers 
over whose heads others were promoted. To remedy 
these conditions a clause was inserted in the Act approved 
March 3, 1901, providing that these advancements for 
gallantry during the war with Spain shall not interfere 
with the regular promotion of officers otherwise entitled 
to promation; but officers so advanced shall be carried 
as additional numbers. The Navy Department pointed 
out that this is limited in its application to services 
rendered “during the war with Spain.” Certain officers 
of the Navy and Marine Corps have been advanced 
for gallantry in the Philippines and in China since the 
close of the Spanish War, and if the relief provided was 
desirable in the case of advancements made for services 
during the war with Spain, it would appear to be equally 
appropriate whensoever like advancements are made. 

The House Naval Committee has reported favorably 
IL=R. 16558, providing that assistant paymasters in the 
Navy, after three years’ service as such, shall, after 
passing the examinations required by law, be eligible to 
promotion to the grade of passed assistant paymaster. 
The Act of March 38, 1889 fixed the number of passed 
assistant and assistant paymasters at thirty and forty, 
respectively—a total of seventy. The Act of March 3, 
193, authorized “twenty-six additional passed assistant 
and assistant paymasters, in all. ninety-six.”” This in- 
crease has been placed wholly in the lower grade—that 
of assistant paymaster. Advancement to passed as- 
sistant paymaster can be made only upon a vacancy, and 
promotion from assistant paymaster will, therefore, in 
ordinary course, be slow. Assistant surgeons and ensigns 
hecome eligible for promotion to the next higher grade 
after three years’ service, and no reason is perceived 
why the same rule should not be applied to the lowest 
grade of the Pay Corps. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
with amendment H.R. 7676, to appoint Capt. Allen VY. 
Reed, U.S.N.. retired, as a commodore on the retired 
list. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has completed 
the Navy appropriation bill for the fiseal year ending 
June 30, 1908. The bill will be reported in a few days. 
It earries a total appropriation of approximately $99,- 
729,000. The item for increase in the Navy we have 
already noted fully. The bill will carry little in the way 
of new legishition.

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A NEW NAVY RATION. 

The naval appropriation bill which will be reported to 
the Ilouse early next week will carry a total appropria- 
tioon of between $99,000,600 and $100,000,000. One of 
the most important bits of new legislation contained in 
the bill as agreed upon by the House Committee on Na 
val Affairs is the provision changing the Navy ration. 
This reads as follows: 

Provided, That Secs. 1580 and 1581, Revised Statutes, be 
amended to read as follows: 

See. 1580. The Navy ration shall consist of the following 
daily allowance of provisions to each person: One pound and i 
quarter of salt or smoked meat, with three ounces of dried or 
six ounces of canned or preserved fruit, and three gills of beans 
or peas, or twelve ounces of flour; or one pound of preserved 
meat, with three ounces of dried or six ounces of canned or pre 
served fruit and eight ounces of rice or twelve ounces of canned 
vegetables, or six ounces of desiccated vegetables; together with 
one pound of biscuit, two ounces of butter, four ounces of sugar, 
two ounces of coffee, or cocoa, or one-half ounce of tea and 
one ounce of condensed milk or evaporated cream; and a weekly 
allowance of one-quarter pound of macaroni, four ounces of 
cheese, four ounces of tomatoes, one-half pint of vinegar or 
sauce, one-quarter pint of pickles, one-quarter pint of molasses, 
four ounces of salt, one-half ounce of pepper, one-eighth ounce 
of spices, and one-half ounce of dry mustard. Seven pounds 
of lard, or a suitable substitute, shall be allowed for every 
hundred pounds of flour issued as bread, and such quantities 
of yeast and flavoring extracts as may be necessary. 

“Sec. 1581. The following substitution for the components 
of the ration may be made when deemed necessary by the senior 
officer present in command: ‘For one and one-quarter pounds of 
salt or smoked meat or one pound of preserved meat, one and 
three-quarter pounds of fresh meat, or fresh fish, or eight eggs, in 
lieu of the articles usually issued with salt or preserved meat, 
one and three-quarter pounds of fresh vegetables; for one pound 
of biscuit, one and one-quarter pounds of soft bread or eigh- 
teen ounces of flour; for three gills of beans or peas, twelve 
ounces of flour or eight ounces of rice or other starch food, or 
twelve ounces of canned vegetables; for one pound of con 
densed milk or evaporated cream, one quart of fresh milk; for 
three ounces of dried or six ounces of canned or preserved fruit, 
nine ounces of fresh fruit; and for twelve ounces of flour or 
eight ounces of rice or other starch food, or twelve ounces of 
canned vegetables, three gills of beans or peas; in lieu of the 
weekly allowance of one-quarter pound of macaroni, four ounces 
of cheese, one-half pint of vinegar or sauce, one-quarter pint of 
pickles, one-quarter pint of molasses, and one-eighth ounce otf 
spices, three pounds of sugar, or one and a half pounds of con 
densed milk, or one pound of coffee, or one and a half pounds 
of canned fruit, or four pounds of fresh vegetables, or four 
pounds of flour. 

“*An extra allowance of one ounce of coffee or cocoa, two 
ounces of sugar, four ounces of hard bread or its equivalent, 
and four ounces of preserved meat or its equivalent shall be 
allowed to enlisted men of the engineer and dynamo force, to 
stand night watches between eight o'clock post meridian and 
eight o'clock ante meridian, under steam.’ ”’ 

The bill will earry an item of $750,000 toward the con- 
struction of buildings and for other necessary improve- 
ments at the naval training station, Great Lakes, with 
a proviso that before any part of this sum is expended 
complete plans shall be prepared and approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy covering all contemplated new 
buildings and improvements at the naval training station, 
Great Lakes. All of the items of the bill have not as yet 
been finally decided upon. 





GENERAL STAFF DECISIONS. 

Inquiry was recently made of the War Department as 
to whether existing orders contemplate that an enlisted 
man of the Army shall keep on hand two pairs of march- 
ing shoes in time of peace. The clothing order now in 
force prescribes two pairs of marching shoes for an en- 
listment of three years, one pair being allowed for the 
first year and one pair for the second. But existing or- 
ders also prescribe that the surplus kit shall contain 
one pair of marching shoes, and as the soldier must also 
wear marching shoes when he takes the field, it follows, 
according to the decision of the War Department, that 
he must be provided with two pairs. The new clothing 
order, to take effect July 1, 1906, places both pairs of 
marching shoes in the initial allowance. The General 
Staff has held, therefore, that enlisted men should keep 
on hand two pairs of marching shoes in time of peace. 

The First Division of the General Staff this week 
was called upon to give an interpretation of Par. 30, of 
the Uniform Order, which relates to the full dress cap 
for officers. The question was raised as to whether the 
gold strap is required for general officers. The order 
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prescribes that the full dress cap for general officers 
shall “be of the same pattern and material as the full 
Jress cap for other officers except,” ete., the exception 
relating to the band and ornamentation on the visor. It 
i; therefore considered clear by the General Staff that 
the gold strap is required for general officers. 

A question also came before the General Staff of the 
Anny this week with reference to the kit to be worn 
)y officers at skirmish firing. General Order 44, current 
ries, War Department, prescribes that officers when 
skirmishing shall be equipped as in their arm of the 
service. The question was raised as to what equipment 
is meant. To settle this matter a decision will be pub- 
ished in General Orders that such officers shall be 
equipped as prescribed for enlisted men of their arm of 
the Service. 
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GUANTANAMO AND SEA GIRT RIFLE RANGES. 


At Guantanamo, Cuba, the Navy Department is put- 
‘ing the finishing couches on one of the finest rifle ranges 
in she world. In some respects this range surpasses Bis- 
ley. Where there are 290 targets. While the English have 
,» uch larger number of targets in commission, the 
mngzes are so planned at Guantanamo that fully 2,000 


yen ean shoot in a day, and they can be accommodated 
at ranges which extend from 200 to 1,000 yards. On one 
fring line there are 170 targets, which will enable 349 
yen to shoot at once, and these ranges are so planned 
that the distance ean be increased from 200 to 800 or 
1,000 yards without the slightest trouble. Deer Point ex- 
wnds out just to the westward of the range and there is 
a very high bank the full limit of the point. To the east- 
ward there is another high hill, and the valley between 
vives the entrance to a fan-shaped series of valleys which 
jave been turned into a giant target range. 

some distance back of the shore there is a high hill, 
jut on top of this is a water supply sufficient to furnish 
lriaking water to the entire range. <A thorough system 
of pipes has been laid to every point. On a line with the 
yaterworks, and some distance to the east, is the main 
vst house, and to the westward of this house are 110 
mnges, and to the eastward sixty. Still farther to the 
it are the ranges for the field guns, 1,000 yards in 
listanee. 

At the base of the cliff, which extends out and makes 
leer Point, there is a series of fifteen targets at 600 
vards and farther back are five targets at 1,000 yards. 
The men shooting at the 600 yard range take their stand 
at the base of the cliff, while the men firing at long range 
have a firing line on the top of the cliff, which allows 
them to shoot at ihe same time as the men practising on 
ic shorter range. From the main rest house there is a 
lp trench, extending out to the line of sixty targets 
vid aeross the butts of the 110 targets. This trench also 
eaiends aeross to the butts of the 600 yard range and 
pakes a curve which carries the officers on duty around 
o the butts of the 1,000 yard ranges. It is thus possible 
for an inspector to visit every butt in the range during 
ihe firing without interrupting the practice. In this re- 
soot the Guantanamo range surpasses any in the world. 

‘The construction of this target range, the first ever 
jnilt for the Navy Department, was authorized by the 
Rite Practice Department, which is under the direction 
{ Lieut. Comdr. W. S. Simms and Lieut. Ridley MeLean, 
SN, 

(hree landings have been built for the crews of the 
ships, and the range is so close to the water's edge that it 
is possible for a crew to land and start in to practice 
vithin fifteen minutes. Over at the main rest house 
tiere is a wireless station where messages to and from 
ie ships in the bay can be received and sent. 

The range, to all purposes, has been completed, but it 
ill take about $25,000 additional appropriation to finish 
ie parking of the grounds, filling in the low places and 
oapleting the work of beautifying the place. 

Plans are now being perfected for holding the next 
wand National Rifle Mateh at Sea Girt, N.J. This range 
s the mecea of American marksmen and promises to be 
w America what famous Bisley is to England.

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GRADUATION OF MIDSHIPMEN. 
The Seeretary of the Navy has ordered the following 
‘snorandum for the Superintendent of the Naval 
heademy : 
“The Department has carefully considered the opinion. 
he Academic Board, given in the Superintendent’s 
tor of March 8, 1906, to the Bureau of Navigation, and 
iew thereof, the Department orders: 
“Ist. That the midshipmen who are to graduate in 
tember be selected in June next, 
“2d. That the said midshipmen must have then, 
in selected, complied with the first proviso of the 
ment’s previous memorandum, i.e., must have 
ined an average mark equal to 75 per cent. of 
‘imum. 
“Sd. That the said midshipmen must have also 
ined an average mark in excess of 75 per cent. of 
imum for the present term. The Department modi- 
» to this extent its previons requirement that they 
oild have obtained 85 per cent., understanding that 
board considers this requirement as likely to defeat 
purpese of the early graduation. The Department di- 
is that the board determine how much in excess of 75 
hv cent. should be required of the said midshipmen (i.e., 
lv ther they should be obliged to obtain 76 per cent. or 
S per cent. or 80 per cent.), the intention of the De- 
itiment being to make sure that no midshipman shall 
P -hosen whose scholarship shall have fallen off or who 
iill not appear to have exerted himself to improve his 
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standing during the present term. (Since this memoran- 
dum was written the Academic Board has determined 
that 78 per cent. shall be required of these midshipmen 
and this has received the approval of the Department. ) 

“4th. That so much of the former memorandum as 
provides for the graduation of some midshipmen in Feb- 
ruary shali remain in force, with the modification that 
the average mark required of such midshipmen for work 
of the first term of next vear be the same as that fixed 
by the board for work of the present term, instead of 85 
per cent. of the maximum. The Department expects but 
few midshipmen to be prepared to be graduated in Feb- 
ruary; but it believes the arrangement hereby prescribed 
will tend to raise the standard of scholarship and pro- 
mote study in the remainder of the class, which the views 
of the Academie Board, as expressed in the above men- 
tioned letter, lead the Department to think very desirable. 

“Sth. That only those among the midshipmen selected 
in June who shall show both decided ability and evident 
inclination to derive advantage from the special course 
prescribed for them shall be graduated in September.’ 

The orders of the Navy Department that the midship- 
men who would under normal conditions be graduated in 
June, 1907, be graduated on Sept. 10, 1906, were made 
necessary by the urgent need of officers, especially for 
the many new ships to be placed in commission, 
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MILITARY ATHLETIC TOURNAMENT. 

The tenth military tournament of the Military Athletic 
League of the United States opened in Madison Square 
Garden, New York city, on April 23 and continued dur- 
ing the week. While the lovers of the military were 
treated to a fine program, there was neither the variety 
of events or as large an attendance as on previous years, 
and in some respects the management could be very much 
improved upon. ‘Too much praise cannot be given to the 
officers and men of the Regular and State forces, and the 
boys from the schools did themselves credit. 

Co. A, Sth U.S. Infantry. Capt. Stanley H. Ford, as- 
sisted by Lievts. J. C. Ashburn and C. Truesdell, were 
as fine a body of men and as well drilled as ever appeared 
in the Garden. They gave exhibitions in Butt’s physical 
exercise, battle exercises, and company and platoon drills 
in double time that won the admiration of the audiences 
and could not be excelled. Captain Ford confined himself 
strictly to the D.R., and the work of fhe company was a 
great object lesson. 

Another body of men who deserve equal praise is Troop 
G. 15th U.S. Cav... from Fort Ethan Allen, Vermont. 
These men were in command of Lieutenant Van Leer, 
and performed all manner of difficult movements in rough 
and faney riding. In the faney riding many interesting 
figures were beautifully formed without music at the com- 
mand of the whistle, and the evolutions were a marvel of 
precision. It was regretted by many. however. that the 
troop did not give a ride to music. The exhibition of the 
troopers in rovgh riding and performing like circus acro- 
bats various difficult feats showed a thorough mastery of 
equestrianism. 

The company of U.S. marines from the navy yard, 
New York. in command of Capt. John T. Myers. fully 
maintained the traditions of that service. This fine look- 
ing lot of men gave exhibitions in company drill, bayonet 
exercise. physical drill, street riot drill and volley firing, 
executed with the most commendable skill. 

The drill of the flying platoon of the 3d Battery, N. 
G.N.Y.. in command of Lieut. Chauncey Matlock. cer- 
trinly showed that the battery is a credit to the State. 
They were most highly praised by Regulars present. 

The most novel event in the tournament was the exhi- 
bition of the cadet battalion from the New York Deaf 
and Dumb Institute, in command of W. H. Van Tassel, 
drill master.

“THE DREADNOUGHT SCANDAL.” 


There is increasing indignation on the part of the Brit- 
ish service journals because of the fact that representa- 
tives of foreign navies and foreign journals were permit- 
ted to obtain photographs of the launching of the great 
battleship Dreadnought, in spite of the regulation which 
forbids aliens to enter government dockyards, The Naval 
and Military Review, in an article entitled “The Dread- 
nought Seandal,” says: 

“Much has been written while the latest battleship has 
been under construction of the secrecy which has been 
preserved about this vessel: and yet she was hardly in the 
water when we find Ueberall, which is practically an offi- 
cial organ cf the German government, displaying a pho- 
tograph which apparently must have been taken in Ports- 
mouth Dockyard. This either argues abnormal cunning 
of the Sherlock Holmes brand on the part of the German 
emissary who took the photograph, or most culpable negli- 
gence on the part of someone at Portsmouth Dockyard 
Se this as it may, the ugly fact remains that this photo- 
graph was obtained and has been published in Germany 
for the benefit of our most active and strenuous rivals. 
There is a fashion in battleships, as there is a fashion in 








indies’ hats. and Great Britain is the ‘modiste’ from 
whose establishment the latest and most fetching ‘crea- 
tions” are turned out, and so nowadays not to possess 
an 18,000-ton battleship is to be hopelessly demode. In 
consequence we find all rulers of foreign navies declaring 
that they refuse to be left out in the cold, and that they 
must show to all whom it may concern that the Island 
Power is not the only one which can start to build ships 
costing two million pounds sterling. It is true that Bis- 
marek said that the whale could not fight with the ele- 
phant, but it is reserved for the countrymen of the ‘Iron 
Chancellor’ to attempt to prove that the elephant can com- 
pete with the whale; and as the sea monster can by no 
means control the gambo!s of her sister of the land, she 
ean only look on with alert and respectful interest, and 
take very good and particular care that this lusty infant 
of Neptune’s realm shall not by some mistake slip into 
her back premises by way of the North Sea.” 

Commenting on the above, the London Military Mail 
says: “Now, this is a very serious matter. We welcome 
the aid of the Naval and Military Record, and trust that 
our combined influences will urge Parliament on until 
they find out not only the total cost of the Dreadnought, 
but also the reason why British photographers, armed 
with Admiralty passes, were prevented from getting good 
photographs, and alien photographers were aided in every 
way at the launching of che Dreadnought. It was, as a 
matter of fact. quite easy for the official organ of the 
German Navy League to publish an admirable photograph 
of the stern of the vessel. Her constructor, for some rea- 
son or other, went out of his way to make it possible. He 
allowed an alien photographer to get almost under the 
very keel of the ship as she was slipping into the water, 
and what was easier than for the Ueberall to get a copy 
of the picture. The man, of course, in such a position, 
visked his iife. but his purpose, no doubt, was stern and 
important, and we contend that he should be called to ac- 
count, or the English people will have their faith consid- 
— shaken in regard to what is called the ‘Blue Water’ 
policy. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The monitors Nevada, Florida and Arkansas received 
their orders to sail from Charleston, S.C., April 21, at 
1 o'clock, and a few minutes before that hour the Florida, 
which had been anchored some distance up the Coeper 
River, raised her anchors and steamed slowly down to- 
wards the. Texas, which was lying off the Yacht Club pier. 
When opposite the flagship the Florida fired the Admi- 
val’s salute of thirteen gurs. The Nevada went up from 
her position off the Battery and, rounding the flagship, fired 
the salute, and the Arkansas also did the same. The 
three monitors then proceeded straight out to sea. Dur- 
ing the ceremony of saluting the flagship the band on 
hoard was playing “Home, Sweet Home,” “The Girl I 
Left Behind Me.” and other well-known and apprapriate 
airs. The last vessel to sail was the battleship Texas. 
Captain Bicknell had her anchors aweigh at 5 o’clock 
end a few minutes later the ship was heading out towards 
Fort Sumter. As she turned from her anchorage grounds 
there was a pulf of smoke from the Yacht Club piazza 
and a captain’s salute was given by the enthusiastic 
yachtsmen, who had so much appreciated the visit of the 
squadron. This salute was returned by the Texas. 

The U.S.S. Armeria, of the United States Lighthouse 
Department, which has been stationed at Tompkinsville 
for many years, is being fitted out at Tompkinsville, N.Y., 
for a voyage to the Pacifie coast, the home for her future

The following letter has been sent by the Secretary 
of the Navy to E. H. Morrow, fireman, first-class, on 
the U.S.S. Perry: “The Department is in receipt of a 
letter from the commander of the U.S.S. Perry, dated 
San Diego, Cal., reporting the efficient manner in which 
you rendered assistance and rescue from drowning a 
small boy who fell from the gangway of the U.S.S. 
Perry about 5 p.m., April 11, 1906. The Department 
takes great pleasure in commending you for your prompt 
and brave act.” 

Announcement will be mide by the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts about May 1 of the selections from 
a large number of applicants for examination to become 
assistant paymasters in the Navy. The examinations 
will be held June 11. There are twelve vacancies 
to be filled. Many applicatioas for designation for ex- 
amination have been made to the Navy Department. 

The Secretary of the Navy has approved the recom- 
mendations of the Superintendent of the Naval Academy 
in the cases of Midshipmen Hayes, Roberts and Garcelon, 
the three midshipmen of the first class who, since the 
graduation of their class in February, have been confined 
to the Academic limits while awaiting trial for hazing. 
In view of the punishment which has already been given 
these midshipmen in their being deprived of the honor 
of graduating with their class and being confined for two 
months to the Academic limits while awaiting trial, the 
Superintendent recommends that Midshipman Hayes be 
reduced twenty numbers in his class: that Midshipman 
Roberts be reduced ten numbers in his class: that Mid- 
shipman Garcelon be pué at the foot of his class, which 
corresponds to a loss of twenty-two numbers. ‘That these 
three midshipmen be sent immediately to sea.

May 10 at Newport News, Va. 

The French bark Dunkerque, which passed Dover, Eng- 
land, April 28, signaled that she had on board the sur- 
vivors of the Comte de Smet de Nacyers which foundered 
during a gale in the Bay of Biscay on April 18. Cap- 
tain Fourealt and thirty-three men were drowned. The 
Comte de Smet de Nacyers was a mercantile trainingship 
of Belgium. She was bound for Australia on her second 
voyage. It is understood that a majority of those drowned 
were apprentices. 

Some interesting experiments are to be made at New- 
port, R.I., to ascertain whether communication by wire- 
less telegraphy can be had with submerged submarine 
boats—that is, whether the water can be made a medium 
of transmission of waves of wireless telegraphy. The 
experiments will be made under the direction of Comdr. 
Albert Gleaves, of the torpedo station. One of the sub- 
marine boats will be used for the experiments, and the 
vessel will be fitted with a transmitting apparatus similar 
to that used for sending through the air, and with a low 
aerial from which the current will be projected. The 
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apparatus regularly in use at the torpedo station will be 
employed for receiving. 

The Kearsarge, Capt. H. Winslow, and the Missouri, 
Capt. E. C. Pendleton, returned to Guantanamo, Cuba, 
April 26, from the target range. The Kentucky remained 
to pick up the targets. Later the battleships will proceed 
northward, accompanied by the Maine, flagship of Rear 
Admiral Evans. The Missouri, it is stated, has won the 
first prize for the best all-around shooting. 

The battleship Texas arrived at Boston, Mass., April 
26, after meeting with very heavy weather while on her 
way from Charleston, S.C. The battleship also had a hole 
in the bow as a result of striking a part of a wrecked 
derelict. ‘This was patched at Charleston, so that the 
vessel could sail for Boston, but the temporary repair 
work was weakened during a gale and a considerable 
amount of water poured into the berth deck. The Texas 
was placed in the drydock immediately on her arrival at 
Boston. 


Comdr. H. H. Hosley, U.S.N., in command of the tow- 
ing of the drydock Dewey _to the Philippine Islands, un- 
der date of Suez, April 27, in a cable to the Navy De- 
partment, stated that the Glacier, Caesar and Brutus had 
arrived there, and that the floating dock will enter the 
Suez Canal when the weather permits. Commander Hos- 
ley also said that he should return to Port Said for the 
possage of the floating cock. 

An I board, consisting of Rear Admirals J. 
B. Coghlan, W. Dickins and P. F. Harrington, met 
in W Sa on April 26 and examined Capt. C. S. 
Sperry, president of the Naval War College, and Capt. 
R. M. S.- Mackenzie, inspector of the third lighthouse 
district at New York, for promotion to be rear admirals. 


An estimate has been made to the Navy Department 
for the cost of fitting up the cruiser Charleston to accom- 
modate Secretary of State Root when he goes to South 
America on that vessel next summer. Mr. Root will 
leave about the first of July and will go from here to 
Rio and then around South America to the Pacific side 
of the Isthmus. Crossing he will eateh a Government 
steamer from Colon to New York. The Charleston will 
have another standardization trial on May 1. The 
Charleston went to Rockland a fortnight ago for a pro- 
peller standardization. It was found that the propellers 
were not equally pitched. The Charleston went back to 
the New York Navy Yard and has had the blades of her 
propellers reset. Any changes made to the Charleston 
on account of Secretary Root’s trip will be done at the 
New York Navy Yard. 

The Bureau of Yards and-Docks is greatly pleased 
with the reports which have been made to it concerning 
the work in the various yards in connection with the con- 
struction of central power plants. At Portsmouth, N. 
HI.. the consolidated power plant is about complete, and 
the plant is furnishing practically all of the power now 
used in the yard. When the plant is completed and 
doing all of the work the cost of power will be greatly 
reduced. The work at the Boston Navy Yard will prob- 
ably be completed about Aug. 1. At the New York yard 
contracts have been let for machinery, and the work of 
installation. Both at this yard and at the League Isl- 
and yard the work will probably be finished by Novem- 
ber. In two or three weeks the bureau will advertise 
for bids for the installing of a central power plant at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard. A few weeks later bids will be 
asked for the same work at Charleston and at Pensacola. 
The work at New Orleans is well under way. The yards 
on the Atlantic coast are far ahead of those on the 
other side of the continent. The bureau officials have 
discovered that the entire work will not cost as much as 
originally estimated. 

The new battleship Virginia was turned over to the 
Government on April 25 by the Newport News Ship- 
building Company, the builders, at Norfolk. The crew 
and most of the officers for the Virginia have been as- 
sembled, and it will not be long before the vessel goes 
into commission. 

The resignation of Midshipman L. L. Hodges, of Mis- 
sissippi, fourth class, Naval Academy, has been accepted 
by the Navy Department. The resignation was sub- 
mitted on the grounds of physical disqualification, 

Naval Constr. Stuart F. Smith. who has been. sta- 
tioned at Cavite, has reached Washington and will enter 
upon duties in the Bureau of Construction and Repair. 
Mr. Smith arrived in San Francisco the day after the 
earthquake. From the deck of his ship in the harbor 
he witnessed the big fire. He caught a train from Oak- 
land and came straight through to Washington. 

A reduced estimate of $23,000 for the fitting up of 
the gunboat Topeka as a station ship at Portsmouth, N 
H.. has been received at the Navy Department and is 
under consideration. The original estimate for the con- 
verting of the Topeka was over $100,000. The Depart- 
ment considered that if this amount had to be expended 
it would be more satisfactory to build shore barracks. 
The school authorities of New York want the Topeka 
turned over to them as a nautical training ship. 

The officers from the French squadron at Annapolis 
were taken to Mount Vernon on the despatchhoat Dol- 
phin on April 26. This event concluded the Navy De- 
partment’s program of entertainment. 

Comdr. William G. Cutler, commanding the cruiser 
Galveston, now en route to the Asiatic Station, has 
written to the commandant of the Norfolk Navy Yard 
that the yard should be proud of the work it did in fitting 
the Galveston for sea. After steaming about 25,000 
miles everything in connection with the hull and ma- 
chinery is in excellent condition. The communication 
says also that there are no evidences of weakness or 
bad workmanship.

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PAUL JONES HONORED. 

The ceremonies in honor of John Paul Jones took 
place at the Naval Academy on Tuesday, April 24, when 
the casket containing the remains of the first admiral of 
the American Navy was transferred from a temporary 
vault to the crypt beneath the marble stairway of Bancroft 
Hall, there to rest until the completion of the chapel in 
which they are to be deposited. Present at the ceremonies 
were President Roosevelt, Gen. Horace Porter, former 
Ambassador to France; M. Jusserand, the Ambassador of 
Trance ; Governor Warfield, of Maryland, who were the 
speakers of the occasion; and a distinguished company 
of those prominent in naval, military and official circles, 
together with a crowd of many thousand people such as 
has not for years lined the streets of Annapolis. 

The President’s special train was met at the station by 
Admiral Sands and the entire Academic Board of the 
Naval Academy, and Col. Charles A. P. Hatfield, with 
two troops of the 13th Cavalry, and the regimental band. 
As President Roosevelt entered the Naval Academy 
grounds a national salute boomed out from the Hartford. 
once the flagship of Admiral Farragut. Drawn up op- 
posite the residence of the Superintendent were the Marine 
Battalion and the Naval Academy band. An elaborate 
Ivncheon, given by Admiral Sands, at which there were 
about 150 guests, preceded the formal exercises. 

Qut in the bay rode at anchor three warships flying 
the tricglor of France. the Admiral Aube. the Condé, 
and the Marseilles, first class cruisers, under the com- 
mand of Admiral Campion. Besides them were the U.S. 
battleships Alabama, Indiana, Illinois, and Iowa, the 
cruisers Cleveland, Minneapolis, Des Moines, and Denver, 
and the vacht Mayflower. From these came more than 
1.500 sailors and marines, 200 from the French vessels. 
They lined the route to the armory taken by President 
Roosevelt and the other dignitaries. 

The casket containing the body of Paul Jones had been 
placed in the armory in front of the speakers’ stand, 
guarded by eight petty officers, four French and four 
American. On the casket lay the beautiful gold-mounted 
sword given to Paul Jones by Louis XVI., when after 
the Revolutionary War was over he won honors in the 
French court. It was given to the country by Richard 
Gale, of Philadelphia. descendant of the Richard Gale 
who was Jones’s first lieutenant on the Bonhomme Rich- 
ard in the fight with the Serapis. Around the armory 
walls the midshipmen were lined in company formation. 
and the body of the armory was filled with a crowd of 





nearly ten thousand people. Directly in front of the 
speakers’ stand, and only a few feet removed from the 
casket, were the French and American officers. Admiral 


Dewey sat close to Admiral Campion. commanding the 
French squadron, and behind were Admiral Campion’s 
personal staff and the officers of his fleet. mingling with 
American naval officers. 


Secretary of «the Navy Bonaparte presided. Gen. 
Hiorace Porter, to whose efforts while Ambassador to 


France the discovery and return of John Paul Jones's 
body to this country are due, was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded when he arose to speak and again when he con- 
cluded. President Roosevelt was the first speaker, after 
the Oratorio Society of Baltimore had sung the Star 
Spangled Banner. He expressed the thanks of the Ameri- 
can people to the French nation and spoke of his apprecia- 


tion of the zeal and devotion of General Porter. Con- 
tinuing, he said in part: 
When the bedy of John Paul Jones was thus brought over 


the representatives of many different cities wrote to me, each 


asking that it should find its last resting place in his city. 
But | feel that the place of all others in which the memory 
of the dead hero will most surely be a living force is here 


in Annapolis, where year by year we turn out the midshipmen 


who are to officer in the future the Navy, among whose 
founders the dead man stands first. Moreover, the future naval 
officers, who live within these walls. will find in the career 


of the man whose life we this day celebrate, not merely a sub 


ject for admiration and respect, but an object lesson to be 
taken into their innermost hearts. Every officer in our Navy 
should know by heart the deeds of John Paul Jones. Every 


officer in our Navy should feel in each fiber of his being the 
eager desire to emulate the energy, the professional capacity, 
the indomitable determination and dauntless seorn of death 
which marked John Paul Jones above all his fellows. 

The history of our Navy, like the history of our nation, only 
extends over a period of a century and a quarter: vet we al- 
ready have many memories of pride to thrill us as we read 
of what has been done by our fighting men of the sea, from 
Perry and Maedonough to Farragut and Dewey. These 
memeries inelude brilliant victories, and also, now and then. 
defeats ouly less honorable than the victories themselves; but 


the only defeats to which this praise can be givev are those 
where, against heavy odds, men have stood to the death in 
hopeless battle. It is well for every American officer to re- 


member that while a surrender may or may not be defensible, 


the man who refuses to surrender need never make a defense. 
The one faet must always be explained: the other needs no 
explanation. Moreover, he who would win glory and honor 


for the nation and for himself must not too closely count the 


odds; if he does he will never see such a day as that when 
Cushing sank the Albemarle 
We have met to-day to do honor to the mighty dead. Re- 


member that our words of admiration are but as sounding brass 
and tinkling eymbals if we do not by steady preparation 
and by the cultivation of soul and mind and body fit ourselves 
so that in time of need we shall be prepared to emulate their 
deeds. Let every midshipman who passes through this institu 
tien remember, as he looks upon the tomb of John Paul Jones, 
that while no courage can atone for the lack of that efficiency 
which comes only through careful preparation in advance, 
through careful training of the men and carefur fitting out of 
the engines of war, vet that none of these things ean avail 
unless in the moment of crisis the heart rises level with the 
erisis. The navy whose captains will not surrender is sure 
in the long run to whip the navy whose captains will surrender, 
unless the inequality of skill or ferce is prodigious. 


1 wish that our people as a whole and especially those 
among us who occupy high legislative or administrative posi- 
tions, would study the history of our nation, not merely for 
the purpose of nationel self-gratification, but with the desire 


to learn the lessens that history teaches. 

Let the men who talk lightly about its being unnecessary 
for us now to have an army and navy adequate for the work 
of this nation in the world, remember that such utterances are 
not merely foolish: fer in their effects they may at any time be 
franght with disaster and disgrace to the nation’s honor as 
well as disadvantage to its interest. 

Let them take to heart some of the lessons which should be 
learned by the study of the War of 1812. As a people we 
are teo apt to remember only that some of our ships did well 
in that war. We had a few ships, a very few ships—and they 
did so well as to show the utter folly of not having enough of 
them 

Thanks to our folly as a nation, thanks to the folly that 
found expression in the views of those at the seat of Govern- 
ment. not a ship of any importance had been built within a 
dozen years before the war began and the Navy was so small 
that when once the war was on our opponents were able to 

tablish a close blockade through the length of our coast, so 
that net a ship could go from one port to another, and all 
trafic had to go by lond 


Our parsimony in not preparing an adequate navy (which 


would have prevented the war) cost in the end literally thou- 
sands of dollars for every one dollar we thus foolishly saved. 

After two years of that war an utterly inconsiderable British 
force of about 4,000 men landed here in the bay, defeated with 
ease a larger body of raw troops put against it and took Wash- 
ington. 

I am sorry to say that those of our countrymen who now 
speak of the deeds usually confine themselves to denouncing 
the British for having burned certain buildings in Washington. 
They had better spare their breath. The sin of the invaders 
in burning the buildings is trivial compared with the sin of our 
people in failing to make ready an adequate force to defeat 
the attempt. 

This nation was guilty of such short sightedness, of such 
folly, of such lack of preparation that it was forced supinely 
to submit to the insult and was impotent to avenge it; and 
it was only the good fortune of having in Andrew Jackson a 
great natural soldier that prevented a repetition of the disaster 
at New Orleans. 

Let us remember our own shortcomings and see to it that 
the men in public life to-day are not permitted to bring about 
a state of things by which we should in effect invite a repeti- 
tion of such a humiliation. 

We can afford as a people to differ on ordinary party ques- 
tions; but if we are both farsighted and patriotic we cannot 
afford to differ on the all important question of keeping the 
national defenses as they should be kept; of not alone keeping 
up but of going on with building up the U.S. Navy, and of 
keeping our small Army at least at its present size, and making 
it the most efficient for its size that there is on the globe. 

Remember, you here who are listening to me, that to applaud 
patriotic sentiments and to turn out to do honor to the dead 
heroes who by land or by sea won honor for our flag is only 
worth while if we are prepared to show that our energies do 
not exhaust themselves in words; if we are prepared to show 
that we intend to take to heart the lessons of the past and 
make things ready so that if ever—which Heaven forbid—the 
need should arise our fighting men on sea and ashore shall 
be able to rise to the standard established by their prede 
cessors in our services of the past. 

Those of you who are in public life have a moral right to 
be here at this celebration to-day only if you are prepared 
to do your part of building up the Navy of the present; for 
otherwise you have no right to claim lot or part in the glory 
and honor and renown of the Navy’s past. 

So much for what we in civil life, outside of public office 
and within it, are to do for you, and must do for you, in the 
Navy. Let you in the Navy remember that you must do your 
part. You will be worthless in war if you have not prepared 
yourselves for it in peace. You will be utterly unable to rise 
to the needs of the crisis if you have not by long years of 
steady and patient work fitted yourselves to get the last ounce 
of work out of every man, every gun and every ship in the 
fleet: if you have not practised steadily on the high seas until 
each ship can do its best, alone or in conjunction with others 
in fleet formation. 

Remember that no courage can ever atone for lack of that 
preparedness which makes the courage valuable; and yet, if the 
courage is there, if the dauntless heart is there, its presence 
will sometimes make up for other shortcomings; while if with 
it are combined the other military qualities the fortunate owner 
becomes literally invincible. 

When the President finished, the “Marseillaise’ was 
sung. Then Secretary Bonaparte introduced the French 
Ambassador, who spoke, in English, of Admiral Jones’s 
career in France and in the Revolution, : 

Generzl Porter followed. describing Jones's many-sided 
nature and personal traits, and telling something of the 
difficulties that surrounded the long search in Paris for 
his body. Ile said in part: 

He was a many sided man. On the water, he was the wizard 
of the sea. On the land he showed himself an adept in the 
realms of diplomacy. His chief diplomatic triumph was when 
he took the captured Serapis and the Countess of Scarborough 
into the principal harbor of Holland for the express purpose of 
raising irritating questions regarding the rights of belligerent 
vessels in neutral pects and embroiling England in a war with 
Holland. He undertook this mission of his own initiative and 
against the advice of the most experienced diplomats and_in- 
ternational lawyers, and by his ingenuity and the signal ability 
of his correspondence he succeeded perfectly in his undertaking 
and England soon had another foe arrayed against her. 

He is the only commander in history who ever landed an 
American foree upon a European coast. The Admiral had that 
tenderness of heart which is usually coupled with true courage. 
While he could resort to stern measures in enforcing discipline 
and suppressing mutiny he governed his crew more by attach- 
ing them to him by kind acts and just treatment than by cordial 
punishment. Referring to his command of the Providence he 
wrote “there was no cat-o-nine tails aboard because I threw the 
only one we had in the sea the first day out.” Again he said 
“T wish all my men to be contented and happy.” 

For one who lived in an age of loose morals and spent his 
youthful years amidst temptations, which then beset a sea 
faring man he was singularly free from every form of dissipa- 
tion. He had no fondness of revelry, jolly coffee-house dinners 
or drinking bouts which formed the principal amusements in 
foreign ports. While others were carousing ashore he was 
studying in his cabin, perfecting himself in history and lan 
guages, pondering upon the maneuvering of ships and the grand 
strategy of naval warfare, and paving the way for his future 
victories, which were won first with the brain, then with the 
sword. 

Mrs. Livingston in speaking of him in her diary as a conver- 
sationalist said, “He by turns delighted, amazed and mystified 
us.” The Duchesse de Chartres wrote, ‘‘Not Bayard or Charles 
le Temeraire could have laid his helmet at a ladv’s feet with 
such knightly dignity.””. The Marquis of Vandreuil, the French 
Admiral with whom Paul Jones once made a voyage,. said, ‘‘His 
talents are so wonderful and of such diversity that each day he 
brings forth some new proof of cleverness.”’ Franklin spoke of 


the “strange magnetism of his presence, the indescribable 
charm of manner.” 

On his death. by some strange and unaccountable fatality 
he was covered immediately with the mantle of forgetfulness. 


Tn all the annals of history there is not another case in which 
death has caused so conspicuous a man to drop at once from 
the height of prominence to the depth of oblivion. 

In life he was perhaps the most conspicuous personage on 
two continents, and yet the moment he was placed in the 
ground some strange fate decreed that he was to be snatched 
from history and relegated to fiction. 

There was presented the spectacle of a hero who had once 
been the idol of the American people lying for more than a 


century like an obscure outcast. in an abandoned cemetery, 
which had been covered later by a dump pile to a height of 
fifteen feet, where dogs and horses had been buried. and the 


soil was soaked with polluted waters from undrained laundries. 

When Congress adopted the present form of the American 
flag it embodied in the same resolution the appointment of Capt. 
Paul Jones to command the ship Ranger. When he received the 
news history attributes to him the remark: “The flag and 
T are twins: born the same hour from the same womb of 
destiny. We eannot be parted in life or in death?” Alas! they 
were parted during a hundred and thirteen years, but happily 
they are now reunited. 

It was deemed well to bring hack his body in the belief that it 
would bring back his memory. Time had shed a clearer light 
upon his acts; distance has brought him into the proper focus. 

Governor Warfield, the closing speaker, thought it par- 
ticularly fitting that the remains of the father of the Amer- 
ican Navy should rest at Annapolis. the birthplace of the 
American Navy, and gave a short sketch of the prominent 
part played by Maryland in fitting out and manning 
ships in the Revolutionary War. He spoke of the na- 
tion’s debt of gratitude to General Porter, and addressing 
M. Jusserand, extended a hearty weleome to him and his 
fellow-countrymen. 

The program in the armory was concluded by the sing- 
ing of “How Sleep the Brave.” during which ten Ameri- 
can petty naval officers advanced to the casket and carried 
it down the aisle, followed by eight other petty officers, 
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four of whom were French and four American. Tho 
official party came next, and the procession moved toward 
Bancroft Hall. In the quadrangle, the French and 
American sailors, hundreds of them, were formed into a 
huge square, with one side left open and by these passed 
the official party, following the casket, which had bee) 
placed on a gun carriage. 

On the esplanade and terraced steps of Bancroft Haj] 
the midshipmen formed in long lines, presenting arms as 
the party passed. There was a prayer by Chaplain Henry 
Hi. Clark, a flourish of the bugle outside, and the official 
party, with the exception of the French officers, depario| 
shortly before six o’clock. 

Washington saw a few days of naval activity this 
week when the officers of the French fleet at Annapolis, 
there to participate in the John Paul Jones ceremonies, 
came to Washington and were entertained. On Monday, 
April 23, Admiral Campion, accompanied by his. staff 
aud the captains and some of the officers of the three 
French cruisers, L’Amiral Aube, Condé and Marseillaise, 
first came to Washington. They arrived in the morning 
and were taken at once to the Arlington Hotel, whi re 
an informal luncheon was served. From there they 
went to a reception at the White House and were \- 
ceived by the President and his Cabinet. Then followed 
a reception at the Navy Department.

Mare Island, Cal., April 20, 1906. 
The earthquake, which was felt from Eureka to Santa Bar- 
ra at 5:13 Wednesday morning, April 18, probably did less 
dimage at this yard and in Vallejo than at .any other point. 
While it shook things up considerably, no serious damage was 
here. The large smokestack belonging to the Construc- 
» and Repair power plant was cracked and some of the 
ick buildings were slightly damaged, but it was said at the 
yard that $700 will cover everything. The telephone system 
‘4s put out of order temporarily, and the yard was cut off 
mm all telegraphic During that afternoon 
Rear Admiral MeCalla succeeded in getting off two telegrams 
the Navy Department by way of Sacramento, but the com- 
)unieation was again broken, and it was not until the following 
alternoon that it was re-established. In Vallejo no buildings 
wore cracked, and the only damage done was in the way of fall- 
ing chimneys. This damage, however, amounts to very little. 
With all telephone and telegraphic communication to Vallejo 
iid the navy yard cut off, the first news of the awful disaster 
i) San Franeisco was received here shortly after seven o'clock, 
hout two hours after the earthquake. A launch running from 
Son Franeiseo to the San Francisco Naval Training Station at 
Yorba Buena carried the news. Rear Admiral McCalla im- 
diately despatched the navy yard tug, with Lieut. Comdr. 
Robert F. Lopez aboard, to San Francisco to offer to the Mayor 
that city any aid which the navy yard could give. That 
h aid was urgently needed became only too apparent as ad- 
ditional reports were received, and at 10:30 a.m. the torpedo- 
‘oat destroyer Preble left for the city, flying the Red Cross 
flog, and with the surgeons and hospital corps from the yard 
ard, The tugs Fortune and Active were despatched to 
Son Franeiseo’s assistance at once, the latter towing the fire- 
boat Leslie, as she could not make the speed of the larger 
craft. Boats arriving here at nine o'clock brought hundreds 
o! Vallejo people who returned to this city at once to 
ure their relatives of their safety. Throughout the day the 
creat eloud of smoke which hung over San Francisco was 
plainly diseernible here, thirty miles distant, and as darkness 
ne on the sky was lit up by the mighty conflagration, the 
‘limes leaping so high that they could be seen even here. Each 
dey the people on the yard and in Vallejo have watched the 
great clouds of smoke, caused by the dynamite, and each night 
flames have told of the burning of San Francisco. 
near Admiral MeCalla, who went down Wednesday night, 
re'urned on the Preble at four o'clock the following morning. 
The Preble immediately returned to San Franciseo, carrying 
companies of marines from the barracks and one company 
n the Independence. In fact, so many were sent down that 
thre were eleven short for guard duty yesterday morning. 
\v'er landing the marines, who, with those who had been sent 
m Yerba Buena, reported to Colonel Morris, of the Artillery 
‘rvs, the destroyers returned to this yard, as there was no 
lo ger any use for vessels other than the tugs and fireboats, 
‘hick eould be used in fighting the fire. 
\ request was received at the yard yesterday morning over 
wireless for all the dynamite and gun cotton that could be 
nished. <A steam launch was immediately despatched with 
i that was on hand, and other points where dynamite was 
carried responded in a similar manner. 
he Mayor of Vallejo called a meeting of the citizens Thurs- 
Ja.. and plans for caring for as large a number of the injured 
ind homeless as could be accommodated were then and there 
‘rried out. The Monticello Steamship Company gave the 
Sttamer Monticello for the use of the Red Cross of this city as 
lospital boat, and she left at onee for the scene of the dis- 
‘Stor with fourteen volunteer Red Cross nurses aboard, over a 
thonsand loaves of bread and gallons of milk with which to 
the hungry. Seven hours later she returned, crowded 
the injured and the sick. Rear Admiral MeCalla had 
vmunieated with the Mayor, stating that the surgeons at 
yard and on the Jndependence had volunteered their 
ices, and these, with the surgeons of Vallejo, were at the 
wh rf ready to assume their duties when the boat came in.

1 the work of carrying the injured to the Young Men's 
stian Association. fhe sailors from the yard have been of 
timable help, and the greatest praise is due them for 
prompt way in which they have tendered their services. 
Sar Admiral Goodrich, with the Pacific Squadron, reached 
n Frantiseo yesterday, and the marines and sailors from 
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these ships are relieving those who have been on duty during 
the preceding days. 

A draft of forty men from the Independence was sent to 
Santa Rosa, a small city some little distance from here, where 
great damage had been wrought by the earthquake and fire. 

From a social standpoint, the navy yard has been practically 
dead for the past few days, the terrible disaster having cast a 
gloom over the staiion as it has over the entire State of Cali- 
fornia. The strangers, who are at Mare Island now, are 
those who have come to friends here to seek a place of shelter. 
Several visitors were up to the yard for Easter Sunday, how- 
ever, among them being Mr. and Mrs. McPherson, of San 
Francisco, parents of Mrs. Alexander McCrackin. Mrs. Me- 
Crackin’s brother was also up from the metropolis for a few 
days’ stay. 

Lieut. Arthur Stokes, U.S.M.C., who has been under treat- 
ment as the result of a sprained ankle, sustained during a game 
of baseball at the yard, has recovered sufficiently to resume 
duty. Lieut. William E. Smith, U.S.M.C., reported here during 
the past week. He returned from the Orient on the Oregon. 
Asst. Surg. Francis M. Shook is also a new arrival, from the 
naval medical school. A draft of 116 marines, under command 
of Lieut. Raymond B. Sullivan, left Monday morning for San 
Francisco, and sailed at noon for the Philippines. Lieutenant 
Sullivan’s wife and .two children, as well as his mother, accom- 
panied him. A number of their friends were at the quay wall 
to see them off.

$6.25 per month to retired enlisted men for fuel and quarters, 
would interfere (to prevent) in any way the decision, if 
favorable when rendered by the Supreme Court, on the ques- 
tion of fuel and quarters allowed to N.C. staff officers (retired) 
now a test case; and if in the event of Alger bill passing, 
would it fix for all time to all enlisted men, regardless of rank 
or former allowance, the sum of $6.25, or would the Supreme 
Court’s decision (if favorable) leave it at three-fourths of 
our former allowance while in active service? Answer: The 
Alger bill would obtain and settle this question. 

B. M. H.—Repeat your question and state what branch of 
the Service you belong to, and your rank. It will be im- 
possible to answer your question otherwise. 

R. S.—The War Department will not gi” 
you desire. 

B. C. asks: What progress is or has been made on the at- 
tempt to establish the same uniform for the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army and Navy? Answer: Nothing whatever has 
been accomplished along this line. 

J. H. Q. asks: What year and month did the twenty per 
cent. stop? Answer: The twenty per cent. war service stopped 
May 25, 1900; twenty per cent. foreign service for troops out- 
side U.S. began May 26, 1900. 

O. F. asks: As to the approximate time when I will be or- 
dered for duty in the Philippines. I was appointed at this 
station July 1, 1904, at which place I have served in present 
capacity since that date. Have never served in the islands 
as post quartermaster sergeant. Answer: No definite time 
can be stated. It will depend on the needs of the Service. 

H. B. McD. asks: A man enlists in the Army August, 1903, 
and is discharged August, 1906. Is he entitled to clothing 
allowance for the months of July and August, 1906? The

soldier was in the Service six months before he made his first 
settlement, as that was orders to do so regardless of the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year. Answer: He will be under the 
method of settling clothing accounts, which becomes effective 
July 1, 1906. 


W. K. asks: (1) There is a rumor current to the effect 
that all soldiers discharged in the Philippines prior to the 
passage of the Act of Congress giving water transportation 
in kind only are entitled to four cents per mile from Manila 
to San Francisco. It is said an opinion has been handed 
down by the U.S. Supreme Court saying that the order of 
the War Department doing away with water transportation 
in cash cannot override an Act of Congress. (2) What is the 
date of the order of the War Department doing away with 
water transportation in cash? Whac is the date of the -Act 
of Congress to the same effect? Answer: (1) G.O. 180, of 
Nov. 26, 1898, directed that all enlisted men of the Army 
discharged outside the U.S. should be furnished transporta- 
tion and subsistence to U.S., and should receive travel pay 
for land travel, if any, on both ends of the journey. This 
order was founded on a provision of the travel pay law. 
Sec. 1290, R.S., that transportation and subsistence might be 
furnished in kind; if not furnished in kind, then one day’s 
pay and subsistence for every twenty miles. (2) Such a de- 
cision as the one referred to as having been made by Supreme 
Court is not known. 


READE.—No bill has passed permitting a marine to pur- 
chase his discharge. The President’s order of 1902 still stands. 

W. E. P. asks: (1) What is the color of the piping on 
the Infantry dress coat, blue or white? Answer: Blue. (2) 
What color is the breast cord, blue or white? Answer: Blue. 

N. P. B. asks: How do I stand on the list of post com- 
missary sergeants? Answer: The War Department declines to 
answer questions of this character. 

A. L. P. S. asks: Do the regulations prescribe that the 
khaki trousers be worn with the dress blouse (mounted) ? 
Formerly the blue trousers were worn, but I understand that 
this is now changed. Is there any difference between regu- 
lations, in this regard, for officers and enlisted men? Answer: 
G.O. 62, 1905; provides the dress trousers. Pars. 23 and 24, 
W.D., G.O. 197, 1904, specify what is to be worn by officers. 
Does the underwear of an enlisted man in the Regular Army 
have to conform to any regulation? Answer: No. Can he 
wear any kind he wishes? Answer: Yes. 

J. H. B. asks: (1) What date did the twenty per cent. in- 
crease of pay begin in 1898? (2) To whom should I apply 
for the twenty per cent. increase of pay due me on con- 
tinuous service pay? (3) Would it be proper for an enlisted 
man to write direct for this pay? Answer: (1) April 21, 
1898. (2) For pay due in current enlistment since July 1, 
1904, you should be mustered on your company roll. For 
pay due for prior enlistment, or for any enlistment prior to 
July 1, 1904, to the Auditor for the War Department, Wash- 
ington, D.C. (3) Perfectly proper to write yourself. 


CHIEF YEOMAN asks: Whether a chief yeoman, who was 
appointed a pay clerk and who became physically disqualified 
in line of duty and appointment revoked, is entitled to hospital 
treatment and pension. Answer: If the man in question has 
served twenty or ten years in the Navy er Marine Corps as an 
enlisted men or appointed petty officer, has not been discharged 
for miseonduct, and is physically disqualified for re-enlist- 
ment, he is entitled to the benefits of Section 4756 or 4757, 
Revised Statutes, respectively, providing relief for long service 
in the Navy. However, service as ® paymaster's clerk cannot 
be reckoned in computing the necessary time under said sec- 
tions. Only officers and enlisted men in the Navy and Marine 
Corps are entitled to treatment in naval hospitals. The fact of 
appointment as pay clerk implies previous discharge from the 
Naval Service as chief yeoman. A pay clerk while in the 
Naval Service is entitled to naval hospital treatment. Informal 
inquiry of the Pension Office elicits the information that in a 
case such as you cite a person would be entitled to pension 
under the general law. 


G.D. writes: In the issue of the Journal of Feb. 17 you 
give the date on which the twenty per cent. increase of pay 
authorized during the Spanish-American War ceased to be 
paid to troops serving in the United States as April 11, 1899. 
Is this date correct? I drew the twenty per cent. increase 
while serving in the United States until April, 1900. Answer: 
Twenty per cent. war service pay began April 21, 1898, ended 
May 25, 1900, payable to all soldiers, whether in United States 
or outside. Twenty per cent. foreign service pay began May 
26, 1900, payable to all men serving in Porto Rico, Cuba, 
Philippine Islands, Hawaii and Alaska.

Camp Connell, Samar, P.T., March 22, 1906. 
According to a report published in the Manila Cable 


News, Camp Connell is to be abandoned as a military post. 
The reasons given are, first, that the water supply is inade- 
quate for a regimental garrison, and, secondly, that the loca- 
tion is unsanitary owing to the low, marshy ground, so that 
the general health of the members of the garrison leaves much 
Whether this report is based on authority is 


not known at this place, although it is known that the matter 
has come up for consideration. The water supply has always 
remained an unsolved problem. During the rainy season there 


to be desired. 


is an abundant supply of the best of water, but at other 
times dependence is placed on distilled water for drinking 
purposes and upon brackish water for other uses. An ap- 


propriation has recently been made for a large distilling plant, 
which would practically solve the water problem, and as we 
are favored with an abundance of rain this year during this 
season, which is usually the dry season, there does not ap- 
pear to be an urgent necessity for an immediate move. Since 
the dengue and malaria epidemic of last year, the general 
health of the garrison has been excellent. The camp, beauti- 
fully situated in a cocoanut grove, stretching along a sandy 
beach for nearly a mile, with comfortable quarters beneath a 
grateful shade provided by a thousand trees, presents a pic- 
turesque appearance and offers comforts and advantages which 
many now stationed here would be loathe to leave. 

General Buchanan, commanding the Department of Visayas, 
is making an inspection of the various posts, and is at present 
at Camp Connell, the guest of Col. and Mrs. Williams. The 
officers accompanying him are Capt. C. S. Nettles, Capt. Wil- 
liam M. Coulling and Lieut.

Capt. Ralph VanDeman, detailed to the General Staff and 
ordered to Manila, will leave Camp Connell about the first

Lieutenant Glass, who was accidentally wounded a few 
weeks ago while instructing the men in the use of a field gun, 
returned from Iloilo this week, where he had gone for treat- 
ment. The wound is still causing him some trouble, and 
another operation is deemed necessary. He has been ordered 
to the division hospital, Manila, for that purpose. Dr. Harris, 
contract surgeon, has been ordered to Gandara. Capt. A. L.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


A writer in the Yacht urges very forcibly that the 
time has come when the French navy must be redistribut- 


ed to meet the German menace. He says it is highly iin- 
portant for France to maintain permanently in the North 
two active squadrons with full complements and two in 
reserve with nucleus complements. The writer of ihe 
Yacht says it is impossible for France to maintain pow- 
erful squadrons both in the Channel and the Mediterra- 
nean at the same time, but even in a war with the Triple 
Alliance the most important matter would be to destroy 
the German fleet. 


In the French Budget for the current year indications 
are given as to the laying down of the six battleships 
which have been authorized for this year—three addition- 
al to the three first proposed. The Budget Commitice 
has approved the financial arrangements, and thus the 
Minister is authorized to continue or undertake in the 
dockyards or in private establishments the six vessels in- 
dicated. The three contained in the original estimate 
were known as Al5, A16 and A17, and the additionai 
ships are to be described at A15 bis, A16 bis, and Al7 
bis. To ensure the completion of these vessels within four 
years, orders are to be given simultaneously to all firms 
supplying material. 

“A hundred thousand soldiers,’ writes the historian 
Macaulay, “well disciplined and commanded, will keep 
down ten millions of ploughmen and artisans. A few 
regiments of household troops are sufficient to overawe 
all the discontented spirits of a large capital.” Captain 
Duncan, in his “History of the Royal Artillery,” des- 
cribes the deeds of the infantry at the battie of Waterlov, 
and writes: “As for the infantry, words cannot paint 
too highly their endurance on that long day. One reg'- 
ment had 400 men killed or wounded before they were 
allowed to draw a trigger; and all suffered heavily. Yet 
there was not a word of distrust as regarded their great 
commander.” 


French naval construction costs about 25 per cent. 
more than the like work does in foreign countries, and 
Admiral Bienaimé attributes this to the failure to bring 
the arsenals into competition with the private yards. Ik 
instances the case of the foundry at Guérigny, which was 
able some years ago to enter into competition with private 
industries in the manufacture of armor, the result being 
that armor for deck protection which cost from 1,700 
franes to 1,800 franes per ton was executed at Guérigny 
at a cost of 560 frances per ton. The Admiral estimates 
that at least 20 per cent. might be saved. 

It is told of the late Major Gen. Sir William Gatacre, 
of the British army, that during the Soudan campaign he 
was one day going the round of the sentries.

As the result of a court-martial on board 
the battleship Empress of India, for the 
investigation of the circumstances attend- 
ing the stranding of the British cruiser 
Donegal, near Suez, on March 1, Captain 
Grogan and Sub-Lieutenant Best were 
each ordered to be severely reprimanded, 
Lieutenant Hemans to be reprimanded and 
Lieutenant Jones to forgeit one year’s 
seniority and be dismissed his ship. 

Inventors should take note of the law 
recently passed by the Roumanian govern- 
ment permitting patents to be taken out in 
that country previous to July 13 upon ar- 
ticles patented abroad. 


“Rush ten tons three-eighths inch steel 
rings,’ was an order which made glad the 
hearts of the New York office of a Chicago 
ster! firm last week, says the New York 
Sui. The order came from Agra. On the 
surface it seems unromantic enough, but 
beneath it is as full of the romance of the 
mysterious East as anything that Haggard 
eve: did, for those ten tons of steel rings 
are to be made into chain armor. Chain 
armor is in heavy demand all over the Ori- 
ent. The East Indian swells prefer their 
chain shirts to order, but they send abroad 
for the material because they can’t make 
ihe hardest steel so economically as can 
Western ironmasters. England used to 
have the monopoly, but the low quotation 
of an American agent drew the trade our 
way. A steel ring corselet for a middle- 
weicht man weighs eighteen pounds. The 
steel is mixed with a little tungsten to 
make it tough and the formula is the one 
use by the old makers of Damascus blades. 


Irom the returns compiled by Lloyd’s 
Recister of Shipping it appears that, ex- 
ducing warships, there were 547 vessels of 
1.401.882 tons gross under construction in 
ihe United Kingdom at the close of the 
quarter ended March 31, 1906. The par- 
ticdlars of the vessels are as follows: 
Steamships 511, gross tonnage 1,394,628, 
conpared with 441 of 1,241,871 on March 
‘1, 1905; sailing ships 36, gross tonnage 
7204. compared with 33 of 9,472 tons on 
March 31, 1905. The total number of 
warships was 55 of 297,895 tons displace- 
ment, and of these 47 were being built in 
private yards. 


In taking stock last year at the Caleutta 
Mint of the oid machinery, it was found 
thai a boiler, which must have been put 
down in the first half of the nineteenth 
century, was of the purest copper. Its 
value was enormously greater than when it 
was manufactured, for copper has appre- 
cated in a remarkable manner since the 
jevelopment of electrical undertakings. 
The boiler was melted down and converted 
into copper coins. 


Several large paddle-steamers are under 
construction on the Clyde, the Tay, and 
lsewhere in the United Kingdom for Mr. 
Mihanovitech, of Buenos Ayres. When they 


leave their builders’ hands the vessels are 
to be sent across the South Atlantic in one 
fleet, with a collier in attendance to re- 
plenish their bunkers en route. 


The United Service Gazette says: “We 
have learned, totally unexpectedly, of the 
existence of a submarine weapon at pres- 
ent unknown to naval experts and also to 
the military submarine miner, which pre- 
sents an overwhelming inducement to the 
whole of the great Powers of Europe to 
reconsider the entire problem of subaque- 
ous warfare. The weapon to which we 
refer is a simple yet most ingenious form 
of blockading mine, which lends itself to 
the ready and safe manipulation of its lay- 
ers, and, at the same time, presents the 
greatest difficulties to an opposing Power 
in determining its locale and in counter- 
mining after discovery. This tremendous 
agent is not of the nature of the common, 
fixed, ordinary-mechanical or electro-me- 
chanical type or floating type of mine, 
such as those used in the recent Russo- 
Japanese War, but it is of an entirely dif- 
ferent and of an infinitely more ingenious 
kind. We have reason to believe, however, 
that this submarine weapon is known to a 
very few individuals, and it remaius to be 
seen what use will be made of it. There 
can be no doubt, however, that the deadly 
results of this invention will create a tre- 
mendous effect on naval warfare, and will 
probably assist. more powerfully than any 
other consideration, in impressing on civil- 
ized Powers the advisability of adopting 
internatonal arbitration.” 


A British army order reads as follows: 
“Captain Regiment, has qual- 
ified to do duty with bullocks, mules, or 
ponies on field service.” It appears in the 
9th (Secunderabad) Division orders. 


The United Service Gazette thinks that 
the fact pointed out by a writer in the 
North American Review, that the “States 
Militia ran away or deserted on sixteen 
separate and important occasions, and mu- 
tinied twelve times between the years 1776 
and 1815,” shows the vast difference be- 
tween the American and the British mi- 
litia. It says: “The latter, though en- 
gaged in every war from the earliest period 
of the nation’s existence, have never once 
behaved other than soldiers should behave, 
and, though they have never mutinied, they 
assisted in suppressing the mutiny at the 
Nore. So far from the shortcomings of 
the old American militia being calculated 
to weaken the confidence of the British na- 
tion in its own militia, the reverse, there- 
fore, is actually the case, as the contrast 
is most striking and cannot fail to impress 
the reader.”
